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THE PRESIDENT’S ILLNESS 


INABILITY OF THE HEAD OF THE NA- 
TION TO ATTEND TO BUSINESS. 

His Affliction Said to Be a width Attack of 
Rheumatism, but Members of His Fam. 
lly Show Some Anxiety About His Con- 
dition — A Life-Insurance Agent Who 
Would Not Take the Risk—Mrs. Cleve- 
land Says Her Husband Is in Good Health 
—Sitti for Her Picture. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec, 3.—{Special.|—An 
official bulletin of the President's condition was 
given out from the White House to the local 
papers this afternoon. It was a dental of a 


| current report that Mr. Cleveland was serious- 


ly ill. In proof of assertion that it was 
cooly a slight attack of rheumatism Col. La- 
mont said that the troubie was not 
serious enough to consult a doctor. 
It was admitted, however, that tne 
President haa caught 11 cold in 
moving about the house yesterday and was 
suffering more today. It is true, as the pri- 
vate secretary said, that no doctor has been 
consulted, but some members of the Presi- 
Gent's Official family would feel easier if a 
physician were called in. The truth is that 
Mr. Cleveland is suffering great pain from 
rheumatism in bis knees, and has had to give 
up working on bis message. The reason the 
pubiic receptions at the White House have 
heen omitted this week was not the press- 
ure of business, but the inability of the 
President to stand the physical discomfort. 
He has kept closely to his room, if not to his 
bed, all the week. The message, it has been 
several times stated, was not co ete. This 
means that the finishing touches left un- 
finished. The President is re ted to be 
excessively irritable at the alig t hint of 
his pain becoming known to the pubift, and the 
failure to call in a doctor is said to be due to his 
obstinacy rather than to good judgment. An 
explanation given of Mrs. Cleveland's visit to 
New York thi week bears out the current re- 
ports. It is stated that the chief purpose of 
this visit wastodivert attention from the 
White House until Mr. Cleveland was able to 
appear in public again. Since the first news 
of the rheumatic attack got out the statement 
has been published that this is the only time 
during the President's tenancy of the White 
House that the old enemy -which used 
to placue him at Albany bas appeared 
here. This is not correct. It is learned 
that just before the trip to the 
Adirondacks last summer Mr. Cleveland was a 
severe sufferer trom rheumatiem. An officia! 
on terms of intimacy at the Wotte House said 
this evening that on at least two previous oc 
casions be bad a touch of the malady, but bis 
dogged endurance of the pain kept the fact a 
secret from most ple who came in coatact 
with him. There is talk tonight about the 
necessity of some one impressing on the Presi- 
dent a few simple rules of heaith. That the 
Secretary of the Treasury should now 
be beroically struggling to beat off the 
inevitable effects of overwork and that the 
President should at the same time be in dan- 
ger of succumbing from the same cause are 
not looked upon as creditabieto the latter's 
reputation for good sense. It is known that 
Mr. Cleveland has been working tar into tre 
nigbt, that he has taken no physicial exercises 
at all, unless an occasional carr age-ride can be 
so calied, and that the long bours of work 
have been simpiy in domg the drudgery of 
$1,500 clerks. It is said with the exception 
of a small portion contributed by the 
State Department all the message to be deliv- 
ered to Congress next week will be in the 
Presidents own bandwriting, and that all the 
Original drafts were prepared in the same way. 
The only reason given for this sort of Presi- 
dential drudgery is that Mr. Cleveland has not 
the faculty of dictation and dislikes stenog- 
raphers. It w possible that when the rheu- 
matte attack üs over somebody wili be found 
‘with Influence enough to bring about a change 
in the President's babits; but those who have 
beretofore ventured to hint at this to Mr. 
Cleveland are not sanguine that he will over- 
come the morbid sensibility which makes him 
almost a prisoner at the White House. 

An illustration of the view taken of the 
President’s beaith is afforded by a well-known 
life-ineurance company of New York. Some 
months ago this company sent a representa- 
tive to Washington to persuade Mr. Cleveland 
to take out « policy for a large amount. The 
advertisement of so distinguished a policy- 
holder was of course what che company want- 
ed. The agent beard some things about the 
indoor life of the President and took pains to 
ascertain definitly what bis habits were, as 
well as to gage the effect of Washington mala- 
ria on a man of bis temperament. The report 
is said to have been a brief one—“ not a good 
risk "’—and no effort was made to have a pol- 
icy taken out. 


MRS. CLEVELAND'S PICTURE, 


She Sits to an Artist for a Portrait—Grov- 
er's Views on the Subject. 

New Tonk. Dec. 3.—(|Special. |— Mrs. Grover 
Cleveland bas been privately giving sittings to 
Joseph Keppler, the artist, for a portrait to be 
duplicated in colors by lithography, and there 
is going to be a great deal of surmise and 
specuiation as to why, with the President's 
avowed aatipathy to celebrity, the lady con- 
sented to do any such thing. Mr. Keppler 
said to-day: 

“The sittings took place in Washington, 
where I went for the special purpose of secur- 
ing them. There was littie difficulty 
about it. Mr. Cleveland seems to me 
a plain, bonest man who i sincerely 
dislikes the excessive notoriety that comes 
with bis position. But he recognizes that it s 
unavoidable and is desirous that only the 
truth should go out about him and hw wife. 
So he bad to trust in this matter somewhat to 
the skill of the artist, and in domg so was only 
anxious that the matter should be kept pri- 
vate as long as reasonably possible. I told 
him that 1 did not propose to make a cart 
cature but a portrait, and that it should be 
executed faithfully. I did not attempt to con- 
ceal or disguise the business significance of 
the project, and he said that be should be giad 
todo what be could to accommodate me. 
*But,” be said, ‘Mr. Keppler, why are you in 
suck a burry about it if the picture 16 not to 
be published until Christmas?’ 80 I bad to 
explain that it took much time to execute the 
work, and that when a publisher gets an idea 
he is desirous of being the first in the leid. 
So he appointed a time tor a sitting.”’ 

**] ought to say that my original design was 
to make a picture from a photograph, fearing 
that the President would not consent to a de- 
liberate sketeb, and 1 went to Washington for 
the purpose of seeing Mrs. Cleveland that { 
might get some points about complexion and 
the like that photorraphs do not give. But 
when I saw ber I was convinced at once that 
the project was hopeless without private sit- 
times, tor the photographs are far trom pre- 
senting a worthy likeness of the lady. re 
were so many characteristic touches in ber 
features that the pbotographs omitted entire- 
ly—you see the photographer uses his judg- 
ment in erasing lines that be might think 
would mar the beauty of tbe photo, and as a 
matter of fact they frequentiy use such bad 
judgment in doing this that the character of 
the likeness is destroyed, You get the features, 
the outlines perhaps, but tne life is not there. 
I was anx.ous to produce a picture thai should 
be what it purported to be, and so dropped the 
photograph idea at once. Well, we came to 
the first sitting. You may be very sure it was 
the first time Mrs. Cleveland ever went 
through the experienve; it was plain from the 
way she acted she did not know what was 
expected of her or what was going to be done 
with her. She tipght, however, that it was 
the simplest thing” in the world to sit tora 
picture, but I told her she would fall asleep 
from fatigue within balf an hour. And so she 
would bad 1 insisted that she sitso long. Iam 
no band, as some artists are, to entertain a sub- 
ject with pleasant talk during the work, The 
durauon of the first sitting was only ten min- 
utes, and I confined myself to making rapid 
sketches. This was early in September. I 
went to Washington twice after that for sit- 
tings, and the time occup ed was about twenty 
minutes or half an hour each time. 

Mr. Cieveland said in reference to the gen- 
eral subject of pictures of himself and wife: 
*I vave a great many requests for photo- 
graphs both of myself and Mrs. Cleveland, 
and have constante to reorder copies 
from the artiste. When a littie girl a 
and asks for a piture of | 


or Mrs. Cleveland with an autograph I can- 
not refuse it. And people frequently write to 
me. several a day on the average, inclosing 
a photograph of me with a request that I put 
my authograph on it. And, Mr. Keppler, the 
photograpus they send are something fright- 
ful. I don't Uke to have such misrepresenta- 
tions of myself abroad and so usually return 
one of my own with the autograph instead of 
the one sent me.’ Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland are 
overwhelmed with requests from artists of ev- 
ery sort for sittings. That I was favored with 
one was probably owing as much as anything 
to the desire of tne President to do me a per- 
sonal kindness.”’ 

Mrs. Grover Cleveland, who arrived in town 
Tuesday, spent the greater part of today pur- 
chasing Christmas presents for ber friends. 
This morning Mrs. Cleveland will accompany 
ber cousin Ben Folsom to the steamship 
Etruria, on wh oh he sails for England to ful- 
fill his duties as United States Consul.

GREELEY’S DEBATE WITH DR NORWOOD. 


The Famous Editor Believed the North 
Should Have Paid for the Slaves. 

RicuMonp, Va, Dec. %.—(Special.|—The 
Rev. Dr. William Norwood, a prominent Epis- 
copalian clergyman of this city, was the min- 
ister who performed the marriage ceremony 
on the occasion of the wedding of Horace 
Greeley, who was then an unknown young 
man, though giving promise of future prom- 
inence. Dr. Norwood was at the time rector 
of a church in North Carolina, and the future 
Mrs. Greeley was a schoo!l-teacher living in the 
same parish. When Mr. Greeiey visited North 
Carolina on nis courting expeditions be and 
Dr. Norwood struck up an acquaintance which 
lasted to the close of Greeley's life. At the end 
of the War, when Greeley visited Richmond to 
go on Jefferson Davis’ bail bond, he sought 
out Dr. Norwood, bis old friend, and discussed 
the late War very earnestiy with him, each 
trying to convince the other. The subject of 
this debate is made public today by Dr. Nor- 
wood. The point which caused heir warmest 
expressions of differmg ovinion was Dr. Nor- 
wood’s assertion that the North was legally 
and morally bound to pay the South the fuil 
market value of the liberated slaves. Greeley 
at first treated the proposition as monstrous, 
fina:ly, however, saying: 1 will think over 
the subject as you have presented it and see 
you before I leave Richmond, when I will let 
you know my conclusion.“ 

When Mr. Greeley returned, later in the day, 
he said to bis old friend: “Doctor, I have 
thought it over, and, after weighing the mat- 
ter caimly, am convinced that the North ought 
to pay the South for the slaves. 


BUYING MEXICAN LAND. 


An Américan Syndicate Becomes the Own- 
er of a Large Tract of *“‘Greaser”™ Soil, 
St. Lors. Mo., Dec. 3.—\|Special.}—Johbna D. 

Miles of Lawrence, Kas., formerly Indian 

Agent of the Cheyennes and Arapaboes, today 

consummated in this city the purchase of a 

tract of iand in Mexico 160 miles long and six 

miles wide. He bought it for a syndicate, and 
the price is said to be $800,000. The Rio Bravo 

Land & Cattle Company are the settlers. The 

company consists of five St. Louis men and 

three residents of Ei Paso, Tex. They secured 

a ninety-nine years’ iease to a tract of land 160 

‘miles long, beginning at a point fifty miles 

from Paso del Norte on the Mexican side of 

the Rio Graade and extending down the river 
parallel with its course. 

This lease was beid by Ignatius Macmanus, a 
Mexican, as without a concession from the 
Government and previous to the putting in 
force of recent legisiation no foreigner could 
own property in fee or otherwise in Mexico. 
It is now permitted toreigners to hold the ab- 
solute title to land in the Republic within a 
limit of twenty leagues of the boundary—in 
what is known as the free zone. On this law 
going into effect Judge Charles Davis of El 
Pasd, Tex., a stockholder of the Rio Bravo 
Land & Cattle Company, went to Mexico anda 
month ago secured from President Diaz a 
concession which gave the company an abso- 
lute tithe to tne tract. The stocknolders, with 
the exception of Mr. Rankin, then went to EI 
Paso to see the property. and there it was 
discovered by several of them that others were 
negotiating to sell the whole tract to Mues. 
The concession permits the damming of the 
Rio Grande to irrigate the property. 


‘WAS IT A MURDER? 


The Mysterious Manner in Which a Young 
Child Disappeared. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Dec. 3.—A most remark- 
able set of circumstances was brought to light 
at the hearing this evening of Jobn Ralston, a 
married man about 30 years old, and Kate 
Smith, a girl of 17, on a charge of murier, be- 
fore Ald. Rooney in this city. Ralston lives in 
Piainstown Township, three miles from this 
city, and eight years ago he adopted Kate 
Smitn, who has lived with him since. Dec. 14 
last Kate was delivered of a child, but no one 
saw it except Kaiston and bis wife. It is not 
known whether the child was born dead or 
alive. Raiston took the body away next day, 
but no one knows what be did with it. The 
neighbors gradually heard of the affair, and 
many openly accused Ralston of being the 
father of the child and of having killed it. 
The Coroner heid an investigation, but could 
find nothing. He laid the information with 
Duetrict-Attorney Lenahan, and the latter 
caused the arrest of Raiston and Smith. At 
the hearmg tonight a large number of neigh- 
bors were sworn as witnesses, but not one saw 
the infant. It was proved that Ralston re- 
moved the body, but it could not be found. In 
the absence of the body and any proof of 
crime Ralston had to be discbarged. 

As he left the office District-Attorney Lena- 
han exclaimed: “ Go, Raiston; you go forth a 
free man, but branded by your neighbors as a 
murderer.’’ Ralston protested bis innocence, 
but refused to produce the body or say where 
it was. The only person who holds the key to 
this mystery is Kalston’s wife, and sbe cannot 
be made to testify against her husband. 


Beat a Fellow Workman to Death, 

CHERRYFIELD, Me., Dec. 3.—Jobn Dorr of 
Deplois was Killed in the Town of Beddington 
yesterday afternoon by James McLaughlin of 
Alexander. The men were working together, 
logging, when some trouble arose between 
them in connection with their work, and Mo- 
Laugblin assaulted Dorr and gave him a beat- 
ing which caused Dorr to leave his work and 
start for nome.

A VERDICT AGAINST GEN. BUTLER. 


Obliged to Pay $15,000 to the National 
Soldiers’ Home—His Statement. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 3.—| Special. |—The trial 
of the National Soldiers’ Home case against 
Benjamin F. Butler was continued before 
Judge Carpenter this morning. Gen. Butler 
appeared for the defense. In his argument 
the defendant told the jury bow the Board of 
Managers of the home was established and 
appointed. The duties of these managers 
were then detailed, as were the workings of 


the various branches of the Central Home. 
The defendant was the acting Treasurer. He 
said: 


My brother says I am a man of immense 
wealth and do not mind $15,000. Thatis not so. 
If you find I should pay that $15,000 I will pay it. 
There is the case. My set-off stands upon this 
ground: By the act of imcorporation the man- 
agers, for their duties, in any act they do as 
such, are to have no compensation, but are to 
have their expenses.

DEATH AT A HUTEL FIRE. 


. SMITH FATALLY BURNED EARLY 
8 THIS MORNING. 


The Merchants’ Exchange Hotel on South 
Water Street Visited by Fire—The In- 
mates Obliged to Flee for Their Lives, 
and All but One Manage to Get Away 
—Some of the Experiences—A Building 
Dreaded by the Fire Department. 

Atlo'’clock this morning in a fire in the 

Merchants’ Exchange Hotel, No. 12 South 

Water street, corner of Central avenue, one 

inmate was fatally burned and a dozen others 

had a close cali for their lives, while twenty or 
thirty. men and women were forced to flee the 
building partially dressed and seek quarters 
in the Michigan Central depot and a European 
hotel across the street. Tne man who will die

a salesman, 60 years of age and 


The first intimation that the inmates had of 
danger Was when the smoke forced itseif into 
their -rooms and awakened them. On the 
fourth floor there are about twenty “ rooms.” 
They are simply partitioned off from 
each other and from the bali by dressed-pine 
divisions eight feet high. There were windows 
oniy in the front and rear, and the only stair- 
way leading down to the lower floor was in the 
rear. It was in a large room at the bead of the 
stairs that the fire started. D. J. MoGuire, 
who occupied Room 32 on this floor, said to a 
TRIBUNE reporter: 

“I was awakened by a choking sensation 
and found the piace full of smoke, and the 
gab, which usually burned all night, was out. 


I managed to get on my drawers and get hold 
of wy overcoat and groped my way toward 
the stairway, yolling to awaken the others and 
pounding on the doors as 1 went along. The 
fire was burning fiercely then and I was atraia 
te approacn tne stairs, so 1 went to the 
front window and yelled for help. ‘Then fear- 
ing 1 would be roasted, and thinking I had bet- 
ter make an effort to get out, I went back and 
made a break for the stairs. It was suffocat- 
ingly bot then and I think I was the first.out. 
Smith bad Room 36 or 42, beyond me, and had 
not showed up when I left.” 

George Wehr, a cook, who also occupied a 
roow on the fourth floor, said the screaming 
of women was the firsithmg be heard, and 
when be got up he found the smoke almost 
too thick to live in. He got out in his under- 
shirt an drawers, and wandered around bare- 
footed in the snow, which at that time was 
failing fast. 

When the fire was discovered an alarm was 
turned in from Box No. 13, just across the 
street, and the first company in was No. 13. 
When the members reached the fourth floor 
with Marsba! Musbam after the fire bad been 
pretty well extinguished, they found Smith 
on the floor. He had on only a single garment, 
and was near the head of the stairs, about 
twenty feet from hie room. He was badly 
burned about the head, and had inhaied 
so much hot air that his fe is despaired of. 
He was carried to one of the rooms on the 
third floor, where ne remained until the fire 
was out, when de was taken to 
the County Hosp tal. He is one 
of the oldest dry-goods salesmen in 
the city, having been with Mandei Bros. be- 
fore the great fire and afterwards with the 
Boston Store. He is known as a peculiar 
character. Apparently about 60 years of age, 
be seemed to have neither friends nor rela- 
tives, and came and went at ail sorte of 
strange hours, being peculiar in all of his hab- 
ite. Lately he has not had emplorment. 

The experience of the other occupants of the 
upper floors was but a repetition of that of 
McGuire and Wehr. The piace is Kept by 
Phillip Dieter, and by the firemen ia iooked 
upon with no little dread, as it was here that 
an explosion of gas in 1876 took the lives of 
Capt. Dave Donneliy and two of bis men of the

A Big Blase at Blue Island. 

About 9:45 last night the large frame building 
known as the Blue Island Milling Company’s 
establishment, at Blue Island, was discovered 
on fire and an hour later was burned to the 
ground. The loss is estimated at $60,000. The 
building was located about one-eighth of a 
mile north of the Rock Island depot at Blue 
Island, and just east of the tracks. It was 150 
feet loug and the greater part of it four stories 
high. It was built in 1876 and was first ovcu- 
pied as a pickie-factory. Later it was trans- 
formed into a cooper shop and more recently 
was used in the manufacture of starch. None 
of the uses to which it bad been put resulted 
in any profitto the parties interested, and for 
the last two years it had been practically. unoc- 
cupied. When the fire was rst discovered it bad 
already made such beadway that it was im- 
possibie to tell in just what part of the build- 
ing it originated, but itis supposed to have 
peen the work of an incendiary. Owing to 
the fortunate direction of the wind valuable 
manufacturing property and residences in tne 
vicinity were saved. The local fire department 
was powerless to do anything, so great was the 
beat from the burning building. The original 
cost of the building was about $40,000, and 
since ite construction abou. $25,000 worth of 
machinery of one kind and another was put 
into it. This is a total loss. The building was 
owned by Herman Schaffner, banker, of No. 
125 La Salle street, and W. E. Fischer, also of 
Chicago. The property is thought to bave 
been insured, but the amount of the insurance 
and the companies with whom it is placed 
could not be learned. 


A Blaze in Lake. 

Early yesterday morning a fire broke out in 
a barn owned by Daniel Moran, at No. 613 
Duncan Park. The department answered 
with promptness, but despite their efforts the 
place was destroyed. and with it two cows and 
one norse.e The firemen succeeded in taking 
two cows from the burning barn. The loss 
muy reach $1,000. The work is supposed to 
have been that of an incendiary. 


A Blaze in Milwaukee. 

MinwavKer, Wis., Dec. 3.—(Special.]—A fire 
occurred in the West Side Turner-Hall at 12 
o'clock tonight, where the annual festival of 
the German journalists was being held. The 
drapery of the bail took fire from a gas jet, 
and the audience ot several hundred barely 
escaped with their lives and crowded out of 
the doors ana windows. Messrs. Lobr and 
Heine of the Milwaukee Panorama Company, 
who had just returned from Palestine with a 
collection of Oriental costumes, coat of arms, 
pottery, and other things, are heavy losers by 
the fire. They bad loaned these treasures, 
which they intended to use for m 8. to 
the journalists, and only a few of arti- 
cles were saved. A large number of vaiua- 
ble oil paintings, statuary, Turkisb mats, and 
other things were consumed, also about $700 
in cash, which bad been left in one of the 
booths.

Jonas’ 
sanctum on Washington street. and selected 
for his quail-eater J. C. Manon, who halle from 
Peoria, but bas been for the last ten years a 
waiter in Clark’s restaurant in Minneapolis. 
In former quail-eating experiments it bas been 
the practice to allow the gourmand a limit of 
several hours’ space each day during which the 
quail may be eaten, but in this particular 
instance the quail must be eaten between 6 
and 7 o'clock each evening. The man-and- 
quafi contest will be conducted each evening 
till New-Year’s Day at ex-Ald. Jonas’ place, 
at No. 038 Wasbington street, and Ald. Colvin, 
C. Maboney. and G. R. Clark Pave been chosen 
referees. Mr. Mann is at liberty to season his 
quail according to choice, and may eat pota- 
toes, bread, or anything else that the Jonas 
jiarder may afford with bis game, while no re- 
strictions are placed upon bis drowning the 
bird in lager or rye, if be is so minded. Clark 
expresses confidence that bis champion can 
beat any record, sacrad or profane, While Hil- 
dreth declares his belief that the Peoria epi- 
cure will not eto bo any better aman at 


. quail than his Hebrew prototypes. 


Thirty days feeding on quail would appear 
to have broken out in epidemic form, for while 
‘he reporter passed a few minutes in Mr. 
Jonas’ resort yesterday forenoon a young man 
named Miller was quietiy doing bis twelfth 
daily quail dinner to decide a $100 bet between 
Ald. Hildreth and Assessor Al Mader of Hyde 
Park. Milter appeared to relish his roast bird, 
while ascrutinizging referee watched to see 
that every bone was properly picked and a 
group of curious onlookers stood around, 

Four or five minutes after 6 ociock a man 
clad in an overcoat of unplucsed sealekin 
etrode through the front part of the estabiish- 
ment and entered the restaurant. Close at bis 
heels folluwed a handsome, smooth-shaven 
young feilow.of 21 in a oclose-fittmg frock 
overcoat and Derby nat. The fur-clad man 

posited a small platter, artisticaily wrapped 
in a napkin, upen a marbie-topped table, re- 
moved the covering with a flournshb, and dis- 
closed to view a nicely-roasted quail reposing 
peacefully beside asavory mess of Lyonnaise 
potatoes, the whole appropriately adorned 
with sprigs of parsiey. Then the fur-clad man 
and the frock-coated man removed their outer 
garments and appeared as Mr. Clark, the 
backer, and Mr. Mann, the quail-eater. By 
this time Ald. Hildreth, his brother-ia-law, C. 
Mahoney, Hank Ruger, and a sprinkling of 
politicians and wmen-about-town had sur- 
rounded the table. Mr. Clark thereupon pro- 
ceeded to introduce “his boy, Jobnay Mann,“ 
to the crowd. ‘*‘Jobnny” bore his honors 
meekiy and appeared to advantage. He is a 
gentiemaniy, good-looking voung tellow, taste- 
fully and richly dressed, and as soon as the 
band-sbaking was conciuded he seated himself 
at the table with a very business-like air, un- 
Toided his napkin, and called for bread and 
butter, a pint bottle of claret, and a glass of 
jee-water. These being provided, he set to 
work, and at 6:10 cut a piece of meat from 
the breast of the quali, put it on his plate, 
salted it well, and, putting a mouthful be- 


_/tween his white, firm teeth, disposed of it in 
“ gbhort order. He then took a dit of the potato 


and wasbed it down with a swallow of sberry, 
into which be bad put a4 little cracked ice. 
The other side of the breast was quickly de- 
molished, and then came the process of pick- 
me clean the bones. This was done in a style 
that showed he was pot unacquainted with 
quails and their anatomy. His table manners 
were gentiemanly and his execution effective, 
and in fourteen minutes by the watch a pile of 
polished bones was all that was left of the 
bapless quail Somebody bere remarked 
that the cater had done nobly and 
hoped he would quail before 
bis task. Somebody else responded 
that it was not right to make game of so seri- 
ous an undertaking, and while everybody 
laughed the referee announced the time. 
„Johnny smiled as if in self-congratulation, 
and, having finished bis ciaret, donned bis 
overcoat and hat, and, shaking bands around, 
prepared to leave with his backer. 

Asked about bimeeif and his undertaking he 
said be was 21 years of age and had never ar 
tempted the feat before. It bad been done 
three or four times before, but never, he be- 
heved, under the condition that the quail was 
to be eaten within a specified hour. e would 
take nothing with the quail to stimulate d. 
gestion except a little claret. This ne did not 
usualiy drink, but it was said to be good for

The Effect of the Cold on the Burlington. 

„An acoumuilation of unavoidable delays as 
aresult of the cold snap.“ was the way the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad officials 
expiained the interference with passenger and 
freight traffic on that line yesterday morning.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


Moderate Gains in the Movement of Gen- 
eral Merchandise. 

New York, Dec. 3.—Special telegrams to 

Bradstreet’s point to moderate gains in the 

movement of general merchandise from Bos- 


ton, New York, Baltimore, Detroit, Milwaukee, | 


St. Paul, Minneapolis, New Orleans, and San 
Francisco. Except in so far as this is due 
to increased breadstuffs and other ex- 
porte from the Atlantic seaports 
named, the gain ia due to a stimu- 
lated retail demand for dry goods, groceries, 
and notions owing to cold weather and to tbe 
approach of the holiday season. There is no 
material change at -Philadelpbia, Piusburg 
Cleveland, Louisville, Chicago, St. Louis, and 
Kansas City. At most points a widespread 
confidence is reported in the future of general 
trade, notwithstanding a noticeable check to 
the movement of goods from first hands 
in textile and other lines. Total bank 
clearings this week at thirty-two cities 
show the unprecedented increase of $262, 000. 
000 over last week, the total being $1,268,746,- 
793, against $1,006,0u6,508 a week ago, and 
$1,097, 245,690 for the week ending one year 
ago. Here is an increase of 26 per cent over 
last week and 16 per cent over the like week 
last year. The week's gain at New York 
alore is $184,700,000, or about 26 per 
cent, due very largely to the heavy 
speculative trangactions in railway shares 
and bonds, pretroleum and produce exchange 
dealings. Inereaged exports also had sore in- 
fluence. Philadeivbia’s increase of 36 per 
cent was owing to the heavy gain in volume 
ot railway sbare speculation, noticeably in 
Reading stock. Boston's gain of 11 per cent 
was caused to some extent by like influences, 
but that ot 50 per cent at San Francisco must 
be explained by the outbreak of a mining 
stock speculative furor, and that of 40 per 
cent at Chicago largely to inoreased grain, 
provision, and railway shure speculation. 

Domestic money markets are easier, in a few 
instances, since the first of the month. Mer- 
cantile collections at tue West and Northwest 
are slow, owing to a continued disposition on 
the part of the farmer to hold back bis produce 
for uber prices. The New York stock market 
this week has been the scene of wild specula- 
tion in Reading, which made a considerable 
advance on somewhat inodefnit prospects that 
the reorganization plan will be favorable to 
the stock. Manipuiation on the largest 
seule seems to be at the bottom of it. This 
gave a decided upward impetus to the market, 
the *“ fancies"’ peing prominent in the trading. 
While the exoltement was at its hight realiza- 
tion selling for foreign account set io, and 
was accompanied by a bear raid, under which 
prices bad a sharp reaction. At the same 
time the ope | of loans usual at 
the beginning 0 a month caused 
some difficulty m Oarrying large lines 
of the fancies and speculative stocks and for 
the latter partof the week the market has 
been dull and feverish. A beated speculation 
is also in progress in mining shares. The week's 
transactions aggregated 3.888, 136 shares, 
against 2,595,170 shares in the preceding week, 
1,906,822 shares in the corresponding week of 
1885, and 1,722,306 in 1884. Reading contrib- 
uted about 100,000 shares to this week's 
total, and 609, 000 shares to that 
of the preceding; week, or alto 
gether about double che share capital of the 
company in the two weeks. Bonds ere firm 
and advancing in anticipation of a large de- 
mand for investment after Jan, 1. At the 
West and South the pig-iron market is quite 
active. Some Southern furnaces have left the 
market owing to absence of stocks and heavy 
orders abead. * 

During this week wheat options at Chicago 
and New York have advanced 4@i\c and for 
spot 4e per bushe! oa increasing exports and 
speculation and small stocks abroad. re- 
newed strength is guite pronounced, and the 
opinion gains ground thata permanent gain 
in wheat prices has finaliy begun. Indian

with better inquiry for 
export and reduced production, bas been 
marked up 15 cents per barrel. Dry goods at 
first hands remain dull and steady, except 
ginghams, which tend upwards. Woolens are 
only firm, while prints are \ cent lower. Wool 
is affected unfavorably by the London sales, 
which are off 5@10 per cent from previous 
auction prices. The Louisiana sugar crop 
now estimated at 150,000 hogebeads, a re- 
duction from previous estimates. There is 
more activity in hog products, Speculative 
markets are in aympathy with the upward 
turn to grain prices and owing to an increasing 
outside demand, Pork bas advanced $2 per 
barrel ana Western steam lard K cent per 
pound on the week. On the whole the week 
is marked by a distinct increase ot speculative 
activity at all points. 

The total number of failures in the Untted 
States reported to Bradstreet’s this week is 238, 
against 204 last week and 247 in the week one 
year ago. The total trom Jan.1 to date is 
9,400, against 10,253 in 1885. Canada has had 
1,079 failures this year, against 1,183 last year

Josephine Van der Schrieck. 

O., Dec. 3.—| Special. |—Sister 
Louise, the head ard founder of the twenty- 
seven houses of the Order of Notre Dame in 
America, died at the convent of that name in 
this city at 1 o'clock today. 


[Josephine Susanna Van der Schrieck was born 
Nov. 14, 1813, in Bergen op Zoom, in Holland. 
Her father carried on a business of transporting 
freight and passengers, which, before the inven- 
tion of railroads, was quite an occupation. In 
1818 the family moved to Antwerp, where Mr. 
Schrieck became a prosperous merchant. Joseph- 
ine entered a convent at the age of 23, much 
— the enireaties of her arents. 
She first went to Namur, elgium, 
the mother house of the Sisters 
of Notre Dame, oy 1839, she received the 
black veil, and in 1 she came to Cincinnati. 
She opened a school and in a year she became 
the local Superior. In 1845 she became Superior 
overall. Hor death was caused from an affec- 
tion of the heart, Describing the sad, impressive 
scene, an eye witness said: “She had a word of 
comfort, of sympathy, for all. ‘Have you no 
mes ner assistant asked. No, I have told 
you all, I think. Keep the world out; let its 
spirit under no pretense creep in.“

THE TALK IN WASHINGTON 


SUNSET COX DECIDED TO BE ENTITLED 
TO TWO SALARIES. 


Enabled to Receive Pay as Minister to 
Turkey While Permitted to Take the 
Money Due for the Unexpired Term of 
His Predécessor in Congress—The Resig- 
nation of Congressman Frederick of 


Iowa—The Debt of the Union Pacific 


Railroad. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Dec. 3.—First-Con- 
troller Durham has written a letter to 8. 
8. Cox in reply to a letter from that gen- 
tleman asking him to decide at what date he 
can commence drawing saiary as a member of 
Congress, to which office he was elected in 
November to fill the unexpired term of Mr. 
Pulitzer, and also to decide whetner be is en- 
titled to draw that portion of the salary as a 
Representative which had accrued prior to 
Oct. 29, when his resignation as a Minister to 
Turkey was accepted, and to which time he 
bad drawn salary as such. Judge Durham in 


his letter says: 

Up to Oct, 20 vou were entitled to and were 
drawing but one salary; from that date until you 
were elected to Congress you held no office, and, 
consequently, could draw no salary. Under Sec, 
51 of the Revised Statutes relating to the pay of 
Congressmen elected to fill vacancies, you are 
entitled to draw your salary as a member of 
Congress from the time the salary of your pre: 
decessor ceased, which was some time previous 
to the time to which you were paid your salary 
as Minister. While you are entitied to draw 
your salary as a member Congress for a portion 
of the time during which zou also, drew @ salary 
as Minister to Turkey, you were holding two 
offices at the same time and drawing vay for 
both, which would seem to be prohibited by Sec. 
765, Revised Statutes, but you are entitled to 
draw such salary as member of Congress by 
reason of the manner of fixing the time when the 
salary of a memberelected as you have been to 
fill a vacancy shall commence. Congress in its 
discretion may fix the time when an officer shall 
commencedrawingjhis salary, provided his prede- 
cessor has ceased to draw the same, and as Con- 
gress has so provided in Sec. 51 you will be enti- 
tled after you have been sworn into office to 
draw your salary as member from the time when 
your predecessor ceased to draw his salary,

office between Paul, Coldren, and Maher. Fred- 
erick promised the office to Coldren before his 
first election, as a consideration of receiving 
certain Republican votes which Coldren was to 
and did deliver, and Frederick's failure to de- 
liver the office to Coidren bas so humiliated 
him that he has resigned. Speculation is rife 
here in case the Governor calls a special elec 
tion asto who will be the candidates of the 
two parties.“ 

A local paper publishes what it claims to be 
the main points of a letter written by Mr. 
Frederick to President Cleveland. after he bad 
several times aticiupred to have an interview 
with bim. It is as follows: 

After an outrageous gerrymander by the Re- 
publican party of the State of lowa, in which a 
district was created with 7,000 Republican ma- 
jority, I accepted the nomination and was elected 
to the Forty-ninth — 4 Laccepted renomi- 
nation, and in the election just passed would have 
been reélected but for the fact that I was sick in 
bed during the entire campai I was defeated 
by less than 700 votes. In June last your 
Postmaster-General invited me, as the member 
of Congress in whose district the office was 
located, to name a man for the 2 at Iowa 
City. This I did by recommending a Democrat, 
indorsed by fifty leading Democratic business- 
men of Iowa City and over two hundred of her 
forémost Democratic citizens. There were other 
candidates seeking the office, one of whom L be- 
lieve had the indorsement of Mr. Murphy. What 
was my surprise while en route to Washington 
to read in the press reports that George 
Paul, recommended by r. Murphy, had 
been appointed Postmaster at Iowa 
City instead of the man whom 
I had named. Ihave been in Washington three 
days, have called each day at the Executive 
Mansion, and have been unable to see you, and 
I take this method of communicating to you the 
information of whattome is the most painful 
act of my life. I have forwarded to the Governor 
of my State my resignation of my seat as a mem- 
ber of the Forty-ninth Congress, to take effect 
upon the election of my successor. I have been 
forced to this course to maintain my self-respect 
and by the indignity thrust upon me by your 
Postmaster-General. | 

The Union Pacific’s Debt. 

The Union Pacific Railroad lobby is conf- 
dent this year that it will be able to carry its 
funding bill through Congress. It will enlarge 
upon the influence of the Interior Depart- 
ment, which has already been secured in favor 
of this measure. The report of the Govern- 
ment directors is in favor of refunding. Gen, 
Joe Johnston, the Pacific Railroads Com- 
missioner, favors refunding. It is be 
lieved that Mr. Lamar will not oppose 
Gen. Johnston's views. The report last 
year of Gen. Johnston favored refund- 
ing, Dut the lobby will seek to make the 
most of bis report by claiming that this de- 
cision is new. They bave tried to get favor- 
able action in the President's message, but 
have thus far tailed. Secretaries Manning 
and Whitney are opposed to the refunding 
scheme. it is not probable that anything will 
be said about it in the message. The public 
need not be deceived by the claime of the 
lobby. There is no probability of the funding 
bili being passed this winter. The session wilt 
be very sbort and the funding Dill can de 
passed through the House only by securing 
nearly unanimous approval. The opposition 
there is very determined. 

Mr. Springer and Mr. Holman will filibuster 
day inand day out rutber than bave this meas- 
ure forced through without discussion, and 
anything like fair discussion will certainly kill 
it. Mr. Randall is also opposed to the meas- 
ure. Points in favorof this stock have been 
distributed about Washington with the usual 
liberality at the opening of the season.

Secretary Whitney’s Scheme. 

The Secretary of the Navy today issued an 
order directing that Jan. 1 next all stores and 
supplies and the records of all property and 
plants at navy-yards and stations belonging to 
the Navy Department, with the exception of 
vessels and stores and supplies coming under 
the cognizance of the Bureau of Meaicine and 
Surgery and of the Marine “‘Uorps, be 
transferred to the Bureau of Pro- 
visions and Clothing. An officer. of 
the Pay Corps is to be designated as 
general storekeeper at each yard and station 
to take charge of the stores. The civil em- 
ployés and laborers connected with the ac- 
counts and care of stores ana supplies will be 
transferred to the office of the generai store- 
keeper. On board vessels all equipment out- 
fits and supplies are to be transferred to the 
pay officers. The order is intended to carry 
out Secretary Whitney's ideas concerning the 
concentration in one bureau of the responsi- 
bility for stores and supplies as far as possible 
under existing laws. 


The Charges Against Benton. 

The Department of Justice is not inclined to 
believe the statements made by the Missouri 
editor alleging that District-Attorney Benton 
of Missouri before suspension was guilty ot 
making speeches derogatory to the President 
and his policy. The Attorney-General is reti- 
cept upon the subject other thau to indicate 
that Mr. Benton's reinstatement will stand, 
while Mr. Stone’s dismissal from the service 
was as emphatic as it was possible to make 
it, and there need be no hope for 
Mr. Stone's receiving any modification. 
A member of the Missouri delegation in 
Congress said tonight that he had understood 
Benton, in bis speeches, was severe on the 
Administration, and for a few days after the 
suspension it wae understood that the cause 
for the suspension was based wpon the char- 
acter of the speeches he had delivered. He 
also said that be regards Editor Suliivan, who 
makes the charges against Benton, as an bon- 
orabie gentieman, and did not think he would 
maliciously misrepresent the case. Mr. Stone 
has furnished the Department of Justice witb 
a copy of the Sullivan letter, its autpenticity 
supported by affidavits accompanying the let- 
ter. The Attorney-General will send it to the 
President a8 soon as the latter has disposed of 
the pressing matters now pending.

A Meeting to Arrange for the Anniversary 
of the Promulgation of the Constitution.

anniversary of the promulgation of the Feder-

The program for the celebration, reported 
yesterday by the joint conference committee, 
was discussed at some length.

First, that there be an oration and poem in 
commemoration of the signing of the Constitu- 
tion; second, that there be a military display, in 
which the United States shall be invited to be 
represented by each branch of its military and 
navel service, and the several States 
and Territories and the District of Colum- 
bia by their militia and volunteer service, 
and that the President be requested to designate 
officers to command the same; third, that there 
be an industrial processional display; fourth, 
that invitations to participate in the celebration 
be extended to the President of the United 
States and his Cabinet, the Federai ** 
Congress, and the representatives of all depart- 
ments of the National Government; to the Gov- 
ernors of each State and Territory, to the judi- 
ciary and 1 of the same, and the repre- 
sentatives of the several departments thereof; to 
the Commissioners of the District of Columbia; 
and to the various civic organizations and asso- 
ciations of the Union; and that the resident rep- 
resentatives of foreign Governments having 
friendly relations with the United States be in- 
vited to be present; fifth, the erection of a suit- 
able memoria! in the City of Philadelphia com- 
memorative of the ing and adoption of the 
Constitution and of the progress of the Nation 
since that period. 

Resolutions were adopted requesting the aid 
and cob}perauonjof Congress in the celebration, 
and calling upon those States and Territories 
not yet represented to send delegates to the 
commission as early as possible. A telégram 
was received from Washmeton containing an 
invitation to the delegates to attend a meet- 
ing of citizens in Washington Tuesday next in 
furtherance of a celebration of the anniver- 
sary of the discovery of America by Christo- 
pher Columbus.

She went to Boston last 
summer with a Mr. Locklinof Montpelier un- 
der promise of marriage. They stopped at the 
Arlington Hotel. She knew Arthur Wilson, 
and nad met him frequently at Beliows Falls. 
He never paid her hotel bills, and, aithough 
she corresponded two or three weeks with 
him, none of the letters contained money. 

Ella Saxton, sister of Jennie, said that she 
knew of Mason's relations with Jennie. The 
latter had a habit of being out late at night— 
sometimes until ll o'clock. She had never 
talked to Mason about it, but had sent her 
father to him. The next witness was Mrs. 
Sarah Richardson, another sister of Jennie. 
who was married the night of Jennie’s arrest. 
Sbe was the one who took care of Jeanie dur- 
ing ber confinement. Her testimony devel- 
oped nothing new.

Democrats Want Judge Treat’s Place. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Dec. 8.—(Special.|—It is 
rumored here today that Judge Creighton’s 
visit to Wastimgton is ia the interest of a suc 
cessor to 8. M. Treat as Judge of the Circuit 
Court and District Court of the Southern Dis- 
trict of Dilivoie, and that the Judge would like 
to see Maj.

It 
1 believed should be resign he would sur- 
vive his days of usefulness but a brief period. 
He bas been eligible to retirement on 
pay since 1870, but during the Repub 
lican Administration not a voice was beard to 
advise such a move; but no sooner did the 
bungry Bourbons get into power than they 
commenced taikine about and scheming to 
bring about Judge Treat’s resignation. In 
case of his resignation the most prominent 
candidates for succession are Judge Ewing of 
Bloomington and Judge Allen of this city, ro- 
cently of Carbondale. 


Morrison Blames the President for His De- 
feat. 

Wasutnoron, D. C., Dec. 8.—Mr. Morrison 
arrived Weanesday night and was warmly wel- 
comed by bis admirers.

The Grand Jury Refuses to Find Bills in 
the Election Fraud Cases. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 3.—|Special.|— 
After laboring for nearly a month with the 
election forgeries and frauds committed here 
the Federal grand jury have not even brought 
forth amouse. They came into court today, 
reported to Judge Woods that they had no 
further business to transact, no indictment to 
return, md asked to be discharged. The 
statement surprised Judge Woods exceedingly, 
and he rebuked the members with rigbteous 
indignatuon. Referring to the fact that some 
roembers of the jury bad gone outside of the 
jury-room and hunted up evidence for the 
purpose of discrediting the witnesses for the 
Government, he said: “Such conduct is 
bighly reprebensible and deserves punishment. 
The names of these members are not given, 
and if they were made known to the court and 
the facts of their misconduct established it 
would be its duty to punish them for a con- 
tempt of its authority and jurisdiction.’’ 

The attention of the grand jury was specially 
called to the election frauds in Marion County. 
* There bas been a widespread interest in the 
investigationjof these frauds. Public interest 
bas centered upon these crimes more than on 
any others that have come before the grand 
jury. it is undisputed that the crimes have 
been committed. Your examination of the tally- 
sheets showed that. Of course I have not fuli 
knowledge on the subject, but by all the indi- 
cations and upon statements of members of 
the jury the effort in respect to these charges 
seems to have been how not to do it, and if 
you were pot able to fasten the responsibility 
for the possession and ior the spoliation of the 
tally-sheets during that time it is very singu- 
lar, as it seems to me.“ 

With this and much more of the same sort 
the grand jury was discharged and siunk out 
of court. Members of the Citizens’ Committee 
say the Matter will not be allowed to drop 
here, but will be proseouted torough every 
avenue open to them to the end. The action 
of United States District-Attorney Turpie, 
who will be remembered in Cnicago as Joe 
Mackin's chief counsel, is severely criticised. 
These election frauds were the worst cases, io 
ail probability, that will ever come under 
bis official care, and yet he has let 
a deputy, and one without experi- 
ence in such matters, attend to 
them. He pleaded press of other business, 
and yet while these trauds were being investi- 
gated be. in the private capacity as an attor- 
ney, bas been engaged in the trial ot a law- 
suit io whieh the Government bas no interest, 
and bas figured as the principal counsel in the 
injunction suit of Senator Smith for the Lieu- 
tenant-Governorship, a purely political pro- 
ceeding, while the important business of his 
office is delegated to a deputy.

THE NEW EIGHT-HOUR PLAN. 

The statement of a new plan for an eight- 
hour day to be made to the Congress of Fed- 
erated Trades which meets at Columbus, O., 
next week by Mr. Edward Mulraney, the 
delegate from the Chicago Trades Assem- 
bly, is an indication that at last some 
„Knight“ is beginning to think of the pos- 
sibilities and the conditions on which it can 
be secured. Mr. Mulraney’s plan avoids the 
two greatest obstacles which have hitherto 
stood in the way of obtaining an eight- 
hour day. His first proposal is to make the 
eight-hour day universal by any trade—that 


hour day at the same time in all competing 
cities. If, for instance, the demand should 
be made by the beef and’ pork butchers of 


in every other city competing with the Chi- 
cago packers to a considerable extent must 
make a like demand simultaneously. This 
rule would take in Boston, Philadelphia, 
New York, Albany, Cincinnati, St. Louis, 
Indianapolfs, Chicago, Peoria, Kansas City, 
Minneapolis, Milwaukee, Omaha, Denver, 
and other points.. If all were not included 
it would simply give a premium on those 
left out at the expense of the others. Even 
then the employers, in the absence of the extra 
two hours’ competition, would find it difficult 
to get along with the reduction of one-fourth 
of the working time of their plant and capi- 
tal, and could not offset it except by making 
their products dearer to the consumers. 

Mr. Mulraney’s second point is equally 
important. He will contend that men must 
not ask ten hours’ pay for eight hours’ work, 
but simply pay for the hours they actually 
labor. Nothing has been more preposterous 
in the policy of Knights hitherto than to de- 
mand pay for idle time, the pay to come out 
of an idle plant. If the Knights have re- 
covered from this delusion it shows that at 
last they have followed Tue Tamuxn's 
suggestion to employ some competent man 
to think for them on questions involving the 
laws of trade and production. Mr. Mul- 
raney appears to be their present thinker, 
and he is doing his work with good sense as 
far as developed. He can evidently see 
things in more than one narrow, restricted 
aspect of self-interest, and realizes that there 
are two sides to every question involving 
wage-payers and wage-receivers. He has 
discovered that the ability of employers is 
limited by competition and the state of the 
markets; that they cannot continue in busi- 
ness unless it is profitable; and that they 
can’t pay much more for labor in one town 
than in another in the same line of business 
without being undersold and run out. If 
men are willing to work eight hours for 
four-fifths of ten hours’ pay the employers 
will be more disposed to meet them on that 
basis and do the best they can with the 
short day for the use of their steam and 
other power and capital invested. To 
make up this loss they must charge more 
for the use of the eight-hour plant than they 
would have charged for the ten-hour use. 
Their goods will be necessarily dearer to con- 
sumers, and a part of the loss must fall on 
the workingmen themselves, who are con- 
sumers as well as producers, and by reason 
of the increased cost of the products the de 
mand for the goods will obviously decline 
more or less. f 

Mr. Mulraney, in stating his plan to the Co- 
lumbus congress, should not ignore or conceal 
all this. He should explain to the delegates 
and demonstrate to them that something can- 
not come out of nothing, and that the bosses 
cannot pay wages for time when both men 
and machinery are idle, and that the loss to 
employers from idle machinery must be made 
up by larger charges for goods; that while 
the workingmen will gain two hours of idle 
time they thust expect a proportionate loss 
of wages when they are producing nothing, 
and an increase in the cost of goods to them; 
and that where there is no production there 
cannot be pay or profit. The success of the 
workingmen, should they adopt the Mulra- 
ney pian, will depend upon the faithfulness 
with which they follow it, and the degree of 
their failure will depend upon the extent to 
which they go in violating it. And the at- 
tempt to enforce it in one competing city and 
not in the others must always end in misera- 
ble failure and Joss in proportion to the per- 
sistence of the attempt. 


REMEDY FOR PATENT MONOPOLY. 
The New York Times, while strongly sup- 
porting the Government proceeding against 
the Bell Company, thinks there is only a 
slight chance that the great telephone mo- 
nopoly can be broken down. By means of 
“collusive suits and complacent Judges” 
the courts have been committed to the doc- 
trine that Bell’s patent is valid, and in future 
litigation more attention may be paid to the 
precedents thus established. than to the 
truth and justice of the matter, The Times

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the patent are secured from time to time 
for improvements, and when the original 
diseovery becomes open to the public it is out 
of date and not available in competition. 
Patent speculators buy the rights of the real 
inventors at a mere fraction of their value 
and extend thd monopoly three or four times 
as long as the law intends, while they sell 
and sublet “‘ territory,” bleeding the public 
to the full limit of endurance. Such has 
been the uniform history of the great patent 
monopolies from the sewing-machine combi- 
nation down to the telephone conspiracy for 
frand and, extortion. ‘There is no mongpoly 


in the United States that oppresses the peo- 


ple so much as patent monopolies. Almost 
every interest and industry is in their grasp 
and mercilesly squeezed and bled. 
Democrats, Republicans, Knights of Labor 
men, and all others who profess themselves 
opposed to monopoly may well direct their 
efforts toward a radical reform of the patent 
laws on new future inventions. Under the 
present system the patent speculators first 
rob the inventor if he has thought out any 
machine that has money in it, and then spend 
a lifetime levying extortionate charges on the 
pubhe for its use. A poor inventor cannot 
bring his device into general use, but must 
usually transfer his richts to patent 
sharks” for an inadequate compensation. 
The people are denied all the advantages of 
competition in the manufacture of patented 
articles, and the speculators accordingly fix 
prices only a degree below the prohibitory 
point. The inventor is swindled, the public 
defrauded, and the advantages of the dis- 
covery limited for a long term of years to 
those who can pay monopoly rates. * 
The cure for these abuses is to make the 
manufacture and sale of patented articles 
open to anybody who will pay a reasonable 
royalty to the inventor. Under such a law 
the inventor need make no sacrifice, for his 
discovery could be introduced to the public 
at once and made immediately valuable. 
Competing manufacturers would at once en- 
gage in the production of a meritorious arti- 
cle, and the rule of large sales and small 
profits” would prevail from the time the in- 
vention was put in the market. Perhaps it 
would be sufficient to provide by law that a 
patentee should issue licenses to all manu- 
facturers furnishing sufficient security and 
agreeing to pay a fair percentage, to be fixed 
by law, on the selling price of the machines 
sold. The Patent Office could furnish a 
force of exaniiners and special agents to 
see to the execution of such a law, the 
expenses being paid by the parties in inter- 
est. The law could provide that any parties 
found selling patented articles without taking 
out a permit should be severely punished, 
and sharp penalties should also be enacted 
for making fraudulent returns of the amount 
of sales. The rights of the inventor can 
easily be protected by law. Of course the 
law would not be retroactive, but only apply 
to future inventions, letting the present odjous 
and.oppressive monopolies run to their ex- 
piration under existing laws. Such a change 
in the law would wipe out oppressive patent 
monopolies hereafter and secure to poor in- 
ventors an immediate and certain reward, 
while affording the people the general use of 
new articles at reasonable prices. 


— 
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THE PRESIDENTS FLOP-OVER. 

The more the Benton case is investigated 
the worse mess for the President it appears. 
It will be remembered that he reinstated the 
Missouri District-Attorney because he did not 
intend to condemn the making of a political 
speech by a Federal official to his neigh- 
„ dors and friends, nor at any time and 
„place where it was merely incidental, if the 
speech itself was decent and fair.” It 
will also be remembered that he declined to 
reinstate Stone because be had not observed 
the obligation of supporting the Adm inistra- 
tion, which was incumbent upon his official 
position. As itnow eventuates Stone made 
but two speeches, did not attack the Admin- 
istration or mention it, but confined himself 
to the topics of the tariff and prohibition, in 
the advocacy of which he reflected the views 
of Eastern Democrats. And now comes a 
Missouri editor who with “‘ ghoulish glee” 
forwards to Stone acopy of the speech which 
Benton made at Gallatin, Oct. 11, 1886, in 
which he was loyal to the Administration,” 
after the following fashion: 


I don’t agree with President Cleveland in every- 
thing. I don't believe in his civil-service hum- 
buggery. . . 1 don't agree with Mr. Cleve- 
land on the silver question. He was raised east 
of the Allegheny Mountains, and he gets his ideas 
from that region. He never has been west of 
Buffalo, and has not any more idea of the great 
West and its vast material resources than the 
mere schoolboy who learns it from studying 
geography. He gets his ideas on finances from 
the gold bugs of Wall street, who once demone- 
tized silver and had it—the dollar—stricken from 
the coinage act clandestinely and without the 
consent of the people. He learns his financial 
theories from Wall street, the leeches that suck 
the blood of the honest yeomanry of the West 
like vampires. That's where Mr. Cleveland gets 
his ideas of finance. When he wrote his gratuit- 
ous letter on the subject of silver coinage, even 
before he was inaugurated as President, he illus- 
trated where he got his ideas and he struck a 
blow at the West in the interest of the bond- 
holders and money sharks, and I felt like sinking 
down in my boots; but when Reagan of Texas 
and others stood up in their dignified manhood 
and wrote to him that he was the Executive and 
not the law-making power, and I saw these Dem- 
ocrats battling for their rights and the rights of 
the people against his assumptions, I rejoiced 
again that I was a Democrat. 


Of course, if the President were honest 
and not a hypocrit in his alleged support of 
civil-service reform, or if he really meant 
what he wrote in the Stone-Benton letters, 
he would not hesitate now to reinstate Stone 
and once more discharge Benton, however 
much backing and filling it might imply, or 
however ridiculous he might appear. Of 
course, if he were really the great and good 
man he would have the country believe he 


is, he would rather be right than to be Pres- 


dent. Even the New York Times, which is 
evidently getting tired of the Presidential 
hypocrisy, says: If investigation shall 


prove these utterances of Benton to have 


been faithfully reported, the President can 
„have no choice but to dismiss Mr. Benton 
“immediately and ignominiously from the 
„Federal service.“ 

If the President were a sincere man he 
would do this, but he will do nothing of the 
kind. His action in the cases ot these two 
officeholders is as clear an announcement of 
his desertion of civil-serviee reform, and as 
clear an abandonment of the mugwumps or 
the political pastry cooks,” as Watterson 
calls them, as if it had been definit- 
ly promulgated in a message. He 
has at last realized the full meaning of the 
pledge he made to the committee which noti- 
fied him of his nomination for the Presi- 
dency two years ago, when he said: “I 
“consider that I have been chosen to repre- 
sent the plans, purposes, and the policy of 
“the Democratic party.” He has gone back 
to the Gospel according to Saint Marcy and 
as advocated by the disciple Jackson and his 
successors. He has sat down upon the law 
for which John G. Carlisle, William R. Mor- 
rison, S. S. Cox, Abram S. Hewitt, William 
S. Holman, ex-Gov. Curtin, Leopold Morse, 
Robert M. McLane, William M. Springer, 
Thomas F. Bayard, L. O. C. Lamar, George 


G. Vest, Francis M. Cockrell, A. P. Gor- 


man, George H. Pendleton, and many other 
Democrats voted. The break has been made. 
By reinstating Benton he has saved the Mis- 
souri delegation. Other breaks will be made.

In their communication to the President 
the Western cattlemen say they have more 
than $600,000,000 invested in cattle alone,” 
and that their vast herds will in all probabil- 
ity be swept from the earth if contagious 
pleuro-pneumonia once reaches the open 
ranges of the West, ‘They urge Mr. Cleve- 
land, therefore, to recommend in his forth- 
coming message to Congress vigorous meas- 
ures to quarantine infected districts and 
slaughter diseased stock. The Commissioner 
of Agriculture also concedes that it is no 
longer possible to belittle or ignore the ex- 
istence of the cattle plague in widely sep- 
arated sections of the country, and says fur- 
ther: With a disease of this character at 
Chicago it has truly been said that the cat- 
‘tle industry of the United States has 
reached a crisis,” Mr. Colman adds: 


The matter is a most important one, overshad- 
owing in urgency all others affecting our agricult- 
ural population, and of vital interest also to ev- 
ery consumer of milk, butter, and cheese. To 
prevent the spread of this scourge, which has al- 
ready greatly affected our foreign and inter- 
State commerce, additional legislation by Con- 
gress is now essential. Much valuable work has 
already been done in Maryland, and the danger 
of the dissemination of the contagion from that 
State has been greatly lessened. No work has 
been done in the State of New York, because it 
was evident that the appropriation was not suffi- 
cient to secure any favorable results there on ac- 
count of the infection. The disease also exists in 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and Virginia. but the 
State authorities have not yet accepted the rules 
and a, gers of the department for codpera- 
tion. I greatly regret the necessity of announ- 
ding the existence of this dangerous disease over 
such a wide area, but the serious results to be ap- 
— gee from it make it imperative that the 

ruth should be known in order that such legisla- 
tive action may be taken as is required by the 
emergency, 

There is no doubt that the cattle plague 


found not only in the Eastern States but at 
several points in the Mississippi Valley is 
true pleuro-pneumonia or rinderpest, and it 
must therefore spread and destroy live stock 
to the value of hundreds of millions unless 
heroic measures are taken at once to stamp 
it out. Commissioner Colman well describes 
the situation as amounting to a ‘‘ crisis.” 
The plague exists at Chicago, the most dan- 
gerous point in the country for its speedy 
distribution to the pastures and ranges of 
the entire West, and though kept in quaran- 
tine so far there is little prospect that it can 
be held in check much longer by mere State 
authority. The States lack the means and 
the power to cope with this great danger. 
At most they can only establish quarantine 
and inspection rules, which are easily evaded 
and which must often depend for enforce- 
ment on incapable and untrustworthy sub- 
ordinates hastily summoned to assist the 
State Veterinary Surgeon. The emergency 
calls for the best experts in the country, 
backed up with ample means and armed with 
nnquestioned authority to control cattle ship- 
ments between the States and interfere with 
Inter-State transportation in any manner 
found necessary. Congress alone has power 
to meet and deal with the menacing danger. 

With an overflowing National Treasury, 
and with absolute control over transportation 
between the States and the importation of 
cattle from abroad, the responsibility rests 
on Congress for the action now imperatively 
demanded. Inachon and negligence at 
Washington will certainly lead to appalling 
losses and an enormous increase in the prices 
of beef. The emergency concerns every 
consumer of beef, milk, butter, and cheese in 
the United States, and not merely the cattle- 
men of the West, who have an interest 
amounting to $600,000,000 exposed to immi- 
nent danger. Let Mr. Cleveland urge this 
matter in the strongest terms, and let Con- 
gressmen Of all parties appreciate the need 
of prompt, energetic action. The first bill 
passed at the next session should be a meas- 
ure for the eradication of the cattle-plague, 
and it should appropriate all the money and 
confer all the authority necessary. 


SALARIES OF SUPREME COURT JUDGES. 

One ot the first acts of the Illinois Legis- 
lature this winter should be to raise the sala- 
ries of the Supreme Judges. Under the 
statutes at present the Supreme Judges re- 
ceive but $5,000 per annum and pay all their 
traveling expenses and hotel bills, while the 
Cook County Judges receive $7,000—which 
is little enough—one-half from the State and 
the other half from the County Treasurer. 
This is not an equitable scale of salaries, 
The Supreme Judges should have at least as 
much as the Cook County Judges. Their 
positiong are higher and more responsible, 
and their work is harder and more ex- 
pensive. They have jurisdiction over the 
most important cases arising in the whole 
State, and they decide what the law is for 
the whole State. Though the statutes are 
presumed to be constitutional, they are nut 
certainly so until they have been affirmed by 
the Judges of the Supreme bench. Their 
functions are arduous and widely extended. 
They are the final court of appeal among 
four millions of people in cases involving 
questions of life and death and the rights of 
property and liberty, They are the arbiters 
between other branches of the State Govern- 
ment, and their jurisdiction covers the whole 
State and nearly all the affairs of life. 

The expenses of the Supreme Justices are 
very heavy. They are obliged to travel 
about the State and hold court in three or 
four places (among them Chicago, whenever 
the county is ready to provide rooms and a 
library for their use). They are away from 
their homes a large part of the year, which 
involves the cost of two establishments, for 
they must support their families at home 
and themselves upon their circuits. House- 
hold and traveling expenses thus consume a 
large part of their salary, so that at the end of 
the year they have little or nothing left. It is 
for this reason that it has always been difficult 
to induce first-class, competent lawyers to 
accept a seat on the beneh, especially from 
this county. Judge Magruder for this rea- 
son reluctantly consented to take a seat on 
the Supreme bench to fill out the late Judge 
Dickey’s unexpired term. It has been diffi- 
cult hitherto to secure leading lawyers of 
Chicago (except in the case of Judge Me- 
Allister, and he resigned from the Supreme 
bench to accept a position on the Circuit 
bench), because the compensation has been 
insufficient, and yet a Judge from this coun- 
ty is imperatively needed. One-half the 
business before the Supreme Court comes 
from this county, and it should always have 
a representative there who is acquainted with 
the business interests of Chicago and the 
legal questions likely to grow out of them. 

The first thing for the next Legislature to 
do is to make the salaries of the Supreme 
Court Justices large enough to induce the 
best lawyers to accept the candidacy when it 
is offered them. It should not be less than 
the salary paid to our local Judges, and it 
should be more—enough more to cover tray- 
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eling expenses and hotel bills on the circuit. | 
It should be sufficient to induce any of the 
Cook County Judges to accept the promotion, 
not one of whom will now leave the lower 
place for the higher because of the wholly 
inadequate compensation. | 

Under the Constitution the Legislature is 
left to fix the compensation of the Supreme 
Judges, but cannot increase their salaries 
during the terms for which they are elected. 
The terms of five of the seven Judges, how- 
ever—those from the First, Second, Third, 
Sixth, and Seventh Districts—expire in June, 
1888, The Legislature meets in January, 
1887, so that an increase going into effect in 
the-following July will apply to five of the 
seven, which ineludes the one from Cook. 
The term of the Judge from the Fourth Dis- 
trict, elected last summer, expires in 1894, 
and that of the Judge from the Fifth in 1891. 
These two, however, cannot object to an in- 
crease of the salaries of the other five, and 
the other five may discover some constitu- 
tional way of equalizing the pay of their 
associates. 


Tue absurd boom in mining stocks in 
San Francisco and New York seems to have 
reached its limit and collapsed. In several 
respects this craze has proved the most re- 
markable known in speculative circles for 
years. Without any increase in the product 
of the mines or certain proof that new de- 
posits of reliable richness had been found 
the stock market in San Francisco began to 
take wings and fly upwards some weeks ago, 
and in the course of a month shares in certain 
mines advanced from $7 to $52! Experi- 
enced speculators who knew there was no 
reliable basis for an advance sold out as 
soon as stocks flew up, and they seemed to 
have no idea there was to be a general and 
extraordinary upheaval. Still the boom 
went on and clerks, bartenders, hackmen, 
policemen, and servant-maids *‘ cleaned up” 
remarkable sums and turned the heads of 
the veterans, who hurried back to buy the 
stocks they had disposed of only a few days 
before. As usual in such cases the gambling 
mania proved infectious and continued to 
wax stronger until the brokers began to fail, 
and their offices were surrounded by crowds 
of ** dark-browed men and hysterical women.“ 
While many of the - brokers’ offices in San 
Francisco are closed and the cashiers hold 
parley from the serond-story window with 
the mob in the street the bartenders, hack- 
men, policemen, ete., who got out in time 
with sums ranging from $10,000 to $30,000, 
are resigning their places and preparing for 
a life of luxury. Probably a more gambling 
„boom“ was never known. In its results 
it certainly verified the adage as to the indi- 
viduals most favored by luck, but the recent 
transactions in San Francisco hardly rose to 
the dignity of jackstraws or betting ona 
horse-race. It was simply a gambling craze 
prolonged by ignoramuses and by speculators 
who knew it lacked reasonable foundation, 
but who hoped they could escape with some 
one else hindmost. 


It is reported from New York that a large 
increase in the tonnage at the command of 
grain exporters is expected to be on hand 
there shortly. ‘The fleet that has been occu- 
pied in carrying wheat from British India to 
Western Europe is said to find little more to 
carry from that quarter, and to have turned 
attention as well as prow towards the United 
States. It this information be correct it is 
very significant. It means a much greater 
export business from the Atlantic seaboard, 
a large part of the increase being in bread- 
stuffs, and probably a severe decline in the 
rates for carrying across the Atlantic Ocean. 
It is not unlikely that the active buying of 
wheat in this market which has caused the 
strength witnessed for a few days past was 
based on advanced information f this fact, 


Klehm's Ambition. 

Mr. George C. Kiehm, the representative of 
the Evanston, Lake View, and New Trier dis- 
trict in the County Board, bas cast his lot with 
the McCarthy - McClaughrey- Geils - Casselman 
combination for good and for all. Thougb rep- 
resenting the most intense Republican district 
of the county, be refused to attend the Re- 
publican caucus called by seven of the ten 
Republican members yesterday. and gave as 
his excuse that the seven members who signed 
the caucus call “referred to him as a thief.” 
Do they expect me.“ Kienm is represented by 
an evening paper as saying-— 
to let them call me thief and then have me turn 
around and join them in their desire to cut my 
own throat? Now that they find I have a major- 


ity of the board with me they are willing to vote 
for me. 


Now, no Commissioner called Klehm a 
“thief.” Some may bave said that he is, and 
bas been, in very bad company, and that ne 
ought when he bad a choice to select better. 
The seven members who called the caucus 
even proposed to vote for him as Chairman if 
he would give any indication of an intention 
to cut aloof from the well-known boodlers of 
the board. In urging on Klehm to give up all 
connection with the McCarthy-McCiaugbrey- 
Geils combination the seven Republican mem- 
bers properly interpreted the wishes of the 
voters of Cook County, who refused to elect a 
solitary one of the members of the ring whose 
terms expired this fall. Even the Democratic 
convention refused to renominate any of the 
four outgoing Democratic Commissioners, and 
it went to the extent of roundly hissing the 
leader of the gang. 

Knowing how strongly the people have felt 
on this matter, Mr. Klehm ought to have dis- 
associated himself with the hold-over members 
of the gang. Had their terms expired they 
too would have been rejected by their constit- 
vents. Nota man of them would have been 
reélected, Mr. Kiehm, however, has been im- 
pervious to public opinion. He will be Chair. 
man, though nine-tenths of the people of his 
district protest against tne method by which 
he proposes to gain his election. So anxious 
is he for the position that he even proposes to 
vote for himself. By bis course be reads him- 
self out of the Republican party. 

The Republicans of Cook County will find a 
way to get rid of Kiehm. They cannot de 
heid responsible for what he and his Demo- 
cratic ring may do during the next year. His 
constituents will discipine him when his term 
expires by relegating him to permanent ob- 
scurity. 

It only remains for the seven genuine Re- 
publican members of the board to keep close 
watch on the doings of the boodle-s poilsmen 
combination which is about to elect Klehm 
Chairman, by the aid of Klehm's own vote. 


Annual Spring Election of the County Board. 

The Herald's comments on Tae TRIBUNE'S 
proposals for the reform of the County Board 
are unfair, sophistical, and disingenuous. 
Those proposals do not consist only, as our 
contemporary implies, of “a change in tbe 
law by which the Commissioners shall be 
elected annually.” Tun Taruns bas also 
urged that the Commissioners shall be elected 
in April, when city officers and town officers 
are chosen, thus domg away with the heavy 
expense and trouble of fall elections in off 
years; that an annual budget which shall not 
be exceeded be presented during the first three 
months of the year, as in the Common Coun- 
cil; that the Chairman, who is to be chosen by 
a vote of the people, shali have a veto power 
sucht as is now exercised by the Mayors of 
cities; that the County Clerk or some respon- 
sible county officer shall be vested with Con- 
trolier’s powers; and that the law shai! pro- 
vide that all contracts shall be let to the low- 
est responsibie bidder, and that the bids shall 
be invited by advertisement and unsealed ia 


open board. It will be seen that the Herald 
has slurred over and dishouestiy concealed | 
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from its readers the changes aod 

which Tun TRIBUNE proposes; but as most of 
the readers of that print peruse Tae TRIBUNE 
it does not make much matter. 

The election of the Commissioners annually 
every April at the time of the municipal elec- 
tions would do very much to take the selec 
tion of the board out of party politics, which 
the Herald seems to desire. Unfit men could 
not then hope to pull throug’ under cover of 
the political excitement of a Presidential, Gu- 
bernatorial, or Congressional election, nor 
would tricky parasites have much chance to 
slip in through the popularity of some can- 
didate for Sheriff, Treasurer, County Olerk, or 
other lucrative office on the same ticket. It is 
for those reasons that Taz TRIBUNE bas recom- 
mended the election of the Commissioners 
every spring. The Herald surely does not pro- 
pose to advocate that the county sball be put 
to $40,000 expense next fall to elect successors 
to MoVarthy, MeClaugbrey, Wren, Klehm, and 
McDonald. 

The Herala pretends to think that the length 
of the term of office will not affect the conduct 
of the business of the county by the Commis- 
sioners and cites the case of the first County 
Commissioners, elected in 1871, in proof of its 
argument. If the Herald will only read up the 
records of the County Board of the time it will 
find out that those who made the best record 
served only one year; Stearns, White, Hitch- 
cock, Skeily, and Wahi. Those who served 
two years were not quite as good, while among 
those who served three years there were some 
who left a very bad reputation behind them. 
Some of the three-year holdover members were 
allies ana members ot Periolat’s bean club.“ 
The rule in the County Board has been that 
men deteriorated in honesty according to the 
length of their service. Twoof the members 
referred to above were good men during the 
first year of their service, but were notorious 
boodiers durmg the third year. ‘the honesty 
of very few members lasts te the end of three 
years. The safe plan isto elect every spring; 
the men who behave faitofully and well and 
are willing to serve a second or third term can 
be reGiected without any trouble, while those 
who exhibit symptoms of moral decay and 
boodie proclivities and of bad shepherd dogs 
for mutton will have to step down and out of 
the board at the end of the first year. 


WINTER is upon us. The ice king has

It is natural to be jubilant 
over the advent of a ten or twelve pound 
cherub, and yet parents should not build their 
hopes too high. They can never foresees what 
life has in store for their cherished babies. 
Congressman Frank Lawler, we are told, was 
a most promising infant.

The 
voters, on account of their interest in the 
other candidates, lost sight of the candidates 
for Commissioner.

Tun Trrpune therefore ad- 
vocates taking the elechon of County Com- 
missioners out of National politics and making 
ita municipal matter.

A TEMPEST IN A TEAPOT. 


LULLIN THE STORM WHICH TROUBLED 
THE AMERICAN OPERA COMPANY. 


Fursch-Madi Claims to Have Won a Victo- 
ry Over Her Enemy—A Card Signed by 
Many Members of the Troupe Indors- 
ing the Stage Manager—Hock Shown to 
Be a Very Disagreeable and Overbear- 
ing Person—Some of His Brutal Antics 
in New York. 


Sr. Louis. Mo., Dec. 3.—[Special.]—A truce 
has been declared in the opera war and the 
combatants are convalescing. Fursch-Madi 
claims that victory surmounts ber banners, 
and the publicare of the same opinion. About 
two-thirds ot the company have signed a card 
which is published tonight showing the esteem 
and faith whion they have in the stage man- 
agement of Mr. Hock. The names of Fursch- 
Madi, Candidus, and others do not appear on 
the list. It was expected that Henry Verle, 
the Madame's husband, would arrive today 
and make it lively for Hock, but he did not, 
and a delegation of bis friends are waiting to 
pacify him. 


Hock's Characteristics. 

New York, Dec. 3.—[Speclal. ] — Persons liv- 
ing bere who are interested in the American 
opera company generally discuss Stage-Man- 
ager Hock’s career, It is agreed by everybody 
thai he is a very unmannerly person. They 
are disposed to recall various acts of brutality 
committed by Hock since his importauon to 
this country two years ago. His history was 
thus summed up by one on the insiae of opera 
affairs: “Hock was brought over from Ger- 
many by Stanton of the Metropolitan to be 
stage manager for the German troupe. At the 
end of the season the Germans didn’t want 


any more of Hock, and the Americans, think- 
ing him a particularly capable manager, picked 
him up. He bas proved bimselt wholly in- 
competent for his position in other 
ways than in treating prime donne like 
coryphées and chorus giris. One instance 
alone is sufficient to demongirate his pro- 
fessional incapacity. The company bad been 
for six montbs orso preparing for a grand 
preduction of Aida.“ But ascenic rehearsal 
did not seem necessary in Hock's deüniuou ot 
completeness. The day of the performance of 
* Aida’ in Piiladeiphia it was found that the 
tomb in the last act bad been constructed in 
such a way that no provision had been made 
tor getting Aida into nn. The scene bad been 
set and the curtain was ready to go up when 
this starting discovery was made. There was 
actually no way fer Mme. Fursch-Madi to 
enter the tomb except by going in from the 
front in full view of the entire audience. The 
device finally adopted was one that included a 
partial demolition of the stage architecture 
for the time being. A brace was un- 
screwed from the floor and the parti- 
tion pusbed aside just enough to 
permit of the prima donna squeezing berselt 
in through the opening thus made. Another 
feature ot the same performance was the mak- 
ing of the properties so large that they could 
not be got upon che stage. When it came time 
for Candidus, as Rhadames, to enter m the 
triumphal procession it was discovered that 
the dais carried by the attendants over the 
warrior’s bead was so big that it could not 
pass under the arch with bim. Khadames was 
eompelied to enter witbout it and wait, and 
then it was turned sideways and maneuvered 
through and boisted again to its proper place 
over his heed, giving the effect of an enormous 
umbrella, as if it were raining on the scene. 
It may well enough bappen to any stage man- 
ager that such accidents in construction will 
occur, but they should always be discovered 
and remedied before a performance. 

„But there was another feature of the rhil- 
adeipbia eu gagement that bas not been made 
public in which Mr. Hock gave a characteristic 
exhibition of himself. The company was in 
Philagelphia when Mme. Fursch-Madi received 
a telegram at her residence in this city an- 
nouncmg that a rehearsal of ‘Aida’ would be 
held the tollowme day atl o’ciock. Accord- 
ingly sue set out with her busband on me 10 
o'clock train, arrived in Philadeiphia at 12, 
went to a hotel—the Continental, 1 believe— 
where she arranged her toilet, and reached the 
theatre atl. There she found the rehearsal 
just coming to an end. Mr. Thomas was 
grouty, of course, and Mme. Fursch-Mad: ex- 
plained at once that ber telgram read, ‘ Re 
hearsal atl. Hock was called up, and he de 
eared that be bad sent a dispatch announcing 
rebearsal at II. His language was an- 
thing but gentiemaslike, and when the 
prima donna reiterated her statement that her 
dispatch read 1 and not Ii be biuntiy gave her 
the lie. A dramatic scene followed and all the 
parties left the stage. Hock went to the tele- 
graph office and produceda opy of his dis- 
patch and, sure enough, he bad written 11 
o'clock. Mme. Fursct-Madi telegraphed to 
one of ber servants in this city to find the die- 
patch and come to Philadeiphia, and when she 
arrived it was seen that the telegraph operator 
bad made a mistake in sending and bad trans- 
mitted one instead of eleven.“ The upsbot 
of the matter was that Mr. Hock was com- 


pelled by the management to go to Mme. 


Fursch-Madi's botel and apologize for his lan- 
guage to her at rehearsal, One of Hock’s first 
experiences with the American opera company 


brougut bim into the police court. 
Mr. Murphy, Superintendent of the 
Academy of Music, sent his son 
across the stage on an errand one 


day while a rebearsal was in progress. Hock 
ordered the boy off, and when the youngster 
made some boyish rejoinder the six-foot heavy- 
weight German seized bim and buried him so 
violently across the entrance and against a 
wall that the boys arm narrowly escaped be- 
ing broken.» Hock was arrested the next day, 
but before the case came to trial the matter 
was patched up privately. Not very long 
after be made a brutal assault upon a serub- 
woman emp.oyed in the Academy on account 
of some trivial offense. Another of his esca- 
pades was a row with a member of the fire de- 
partment who was stationed in accordance 
with tne law behind the scenes. The fireman 
bad indiscreetly spat upon the floor, much to 
Mr. Thomas’ disgust. Hock accordingly at- 
tempted to put the man out instead 
of requesting mm not to repeat the 
offe nse. The result was a vigorous 
letter from tne head of the department deciar- 
ing that if the stage door was closed against the 
fireman it would be battered down to effect 
bis entrance. The demeanor of the man at re- 
hearsais is always in keeping with such epi- 
sodes as these. When be bas occasion to sug- 
gestachange in the position of people or 
properties he does it in a rough, violent way 
that causes everybody in the company from 
supes to soloists to bate him, The members 
of the committee seewed to be of opinion that 
the methods of discipline adepted tor the cory- 
phees should not be exercised without discrim- 
ination toward prime donne.“ 

Theodore Thomas arrived from St. Louis 
yesterday and conducted the Philharmonic re- 
hearsalin the Metropolitan Opera-House to- 
day. Itis understood chat there will be no 
meeting of the directors of the American opera 
company with reference to the Mme. Fursch- 
Madi matter, that Mr. Thomas will return to 
St. Louis tomorrow or Sunday, and that Mme. 
Fursch-Madi will continue to sing as though 
nothing had happened. Both Mrs. Francis B.

The Defalcation of Theodore 8. Mize.

As to the boy spend- 
ing money of women, Mr. Edward Mize bas 
seen in my office since his confession letters 
to Theodore from women demanding money to 
the amount of several bundred dollars, and 
Mr. Edward Mize told me that women bad got- 
ten all the money his son had taken, and that 
Theodore hadn't a cent.” 


The Stealings of Postal-Clerk Ellwood. 

Additional particulars concerning the arrest 
of Postal-Clerk Ellwood of the Grand Rapids 
and Cincinnati route were brought in by In- 
spectors Bassett and Kidder yesterday. They 
succeeded in fastening on him the theft of 
twenty-seven registered packages, containing 
$1.463. How many ordinary letters containing 
money were taken there is at present no means 
of ascertaining. Ellwood’s first theft was 
June 16, 1886, uithough he bad been in the 
service for several years. When the first 
the!ts were reported only a few cases could be 
traced to Ellwood’s line, as the rifled packages 
were directed to places all over the country. 
He took a vacation of five weeks some time 
ago, and but for bis returning to duty and bis 
Stealings ne might never have been detected, 
as he Uad aékeJ to be transferred to another 
line. He now claims that he wanted a trans- 
fer to get beyond the reach of temptation. 
All bis money was in his wife's name. but 
there was a judgment of $12,000 in the United 
States Court against bim. When arrested he 
nad part of the stolen money pinned to his 
undershirt. He took only three out of the 
four decoys, but took an outside setter in ad- 
dition. He bad only returned to duty a day or 
two before, and had be been transferred as 
requested be might have escaped. He had a 
special knife for opening the letters, and did it 
in a highiy-skillful way. 


He Would Have Died for Her. 

A young German sat at a table in Myers’ 
saloon, the Sbotgun, No. 111 Madison street, 
shortly before midnight last night, conversing 
with a very pretty littie girl of the same us 
tionality, when he was observed to suddenly 
jump up with evident excitement and rush 
toward the rear eutrance of the saloon, ex- 
claimiag: “I vill kill mineself!"” A friend 
bastily followed bim, and just in time to give 
an upward stroke to the revolver which the 
young man bad already piaced to his temple. 
Two shots were fired in the air during 
the struggie for the possession of the revoiver. 
Officer Roban sent the young man to the Har- 
rison Street Police Station in the patrol wagon. 
The girl remained seatéd at the table. She 
said ber name was Jobanna Berg, and that ber 
disappointed lover was Emil Vailcazar. Jo- 
hanna is a German vocalist at present em- 
ployed at a North Side variety theatre. She 
said Valcazar was well-to-do and roomed at 
No. 120 Bast Randolph street. He had been 
paying her persistent attentions ever since he 
first met her; and,“ she continued, al- 
though I have nothing against the poor fellow, 
1 dont know whether I love bim or not, and 
that makes us quarrel.“ Valcazar was booked 
at the armory on a charge of shooting within 
the city limits.

A DEMAND FOR TRIBUTE. 


It Is Made by an African King and Results 
in a Battle. 

Wasninotor, D. C., Dec. 3.— The Depart- 
ment of State bas received a dispatch from the 
United States Consul at Gore-Dakra, in Sene- 
gal, Africa, announcing the death in battie of 
Kina Sama Lomnefil of Cayra. The Consul 
says that the King appeared at Tivomane, in 
Cayra, with a number of his followers under 
arias and mounted attendants, for the purpose 
of collectiag a tribute to which he believed 
himself to be entitled by the treaty. His de- 
mand for tribute was met with a refusal by 
the inhabitants of the place, whereupon some 
of his followers began to pillage the town. The 
merchants and traders telegraphed for aid to 
the Government at St. Louis, atown under 
French protection, and meantime made prepar- 
ation to defend their property. The Govern- 
ment promptly seut a Captain of the army and 
twenty-five soldiers to the scene of the trouble 
with instructions to “accommodate matters.“ 
Arriving at Tivomane the troops found the 


merchants and traders beleaguered. A 
wordy altercation followed between the 
troops and King’s followers, which

was ended by the latter, who fired sev- 
eral shots, killing a soldier. A charge 
was ordered, and aftera brief but fierce en- 
ement the natives fied; leaving twenty of 
eir numder dead on the field. They soon 
reformed, however, and made another stand 
under the lead of their King, but the latter, 
after a sword combat with a French Lieuten- 
ant lasting twelve minutes, was run through 
the body and killed. whereupon his followers 
gave up the battle and escaped into the in- 
terior.

Panis, Dec. 3.—In the Chamber of Deputies 
today M. Sarrien, Minister of the Interior, 
speaking in oppusition to a motion for the to- 
tal abolition of the offices of sub-prefects, 
promised that he would introduce a bill pro- 
viding fora partial abolition of the offices. 
Prime Minister de Freycinet supported M. Sar- 
rien and reproached the Opposition for seiz- 
Ing every chance that was offered to over- 
throw the Government. The Chamber, how- 
ever, adopted the motion for total ab- 
olition by a majority of thirteen votes, thus 
defeating the Government. There was intense 
excitement in the lobbies of the Chamber after 
the vote was annonced. The sitting of the 
Chamber was suspended at the instance of M. 
de Freycinet in order that the Cabinet might 
consider its position. The Ministers then heid 
a meeting, after which they went to the Elysée 
Palace and tendered their resienations to 


President Grévy. 

The Cabinet will meet tomorrow. It is be- 
lieved that President Grévy is averse to dis- 
solving the Ministry ana will ask M. de Frey- 
cinet to reform the Cabinet. M. Sarrien De- 
veile and Goblet will probably iusist upon re- 
tiring. 

The Budget Committee today, by a vote of 
12 to 5, adopted M. Dorian’s proposal to de- 
vote 25,000,000 francs to increasing the navy 
in 1887, leaving liberty of action for the future, 
instead of Minister Aube’s proposition to ap- 
propriate 200,000,000 francs for a period of 


several years.

GERMANY. 


The Reichstag Considers the Military Bill 
Proposed by the Gover hment. 

BERLIN, Dec. 3.—In the Reichstag today 
during the debate on the first reading of the 
Military bill the Progressists signified their 
willmgness to vote in support of the require- 
ments of the bill if the Government would re- 
duce the perlod of service from three years to 
two. This the Government refused to con- 
sent to. 

Gen. Bronsart von Schellendorff, Prussian 
Minister of War, advocated for tne Govern- 
ment the passage of the bill. He said: 

Despite her pacific policy Germany may within 
& measurable time be involved in war. For the 
moment such a danger does not threaten. but 
the present epoch is most difficult. It is mest 
natural that we should compare our war strength 
with that of France. With less inhabitants than 
Germany, France has a higher peace effective 
force. Shall we allow ourselves to be out- 
stripped by a neighboring State in which we can- 
not perceive that degree of friendliness 
that would avert war? The bill is of the most 
urgent character. The Reichstag must pass this 
measure before Christmas if the purpose of the 
Government is to be attained. Let any one who 
regards the additional burdens upon the people 
as unbearable acquaint himself with the state of 
affairs on the other side of the Vosges. The Gov- 
ernment isin earnest. It does not ask for more 
than it. intends to accept. 

Herr Richter said he could not admit that 
the situation was 80 critical. The alliance 
a fact.

before them was not the actual danger of war, 
but the additions to the burden of the people. 
An examination of the Government's financial 
proposals should precede the reading of the 
bill, Under any conditions tne Reichstag 
should reject the septenate, limiting the term 
to three years at most, with two years’ serv- 
ice. “He protested against the plan of making 
the peace effective force equal tol per cent 
of the population. 

Gen. von Schellendorff, in the course of bis 
reply, stated that the Government had only de- 
cided a few days before the summoning of the 
Keichstag to fix April as the date for the Mun 
itary bill to come into force, 

Herr Saldern spoke in favor of the bill and 
recommended that it be adopted without 
amendment. 

The House then adjourned.

Lonpon, Dec. 8.—[Special Cable.|—-The Hrit- 
ish Government has decided to prohibit the 
guardians of the poor in Ireland from devyot- 
ing special wards in the workhouses to the ac- 
commodation of evicted tenants. The Local 
Government Board has notified the New Hoss 
Board of Guardians that unless they abandon 
the use of a special ward tor this purpose, 
which was created by them in obedience to 
the command of the Nationalist leaders, who, 
says the Local Government Board, seek to con- 
vert the workhouses into garrisons against the 
landlords, they will be immediately suspended 
and vice-guardians appointed instead to carry 
out the behests of the Tory officials.

THEATRE-GOERS ROBBED. |

A SWINDLER CREATES A SENSATION 
IN MEXICO’s CAPITAL. 
Pretending to Be the Agent of the Patti 

Company He Opens an Advance Sale of 
Seate—Treble Prices Demanded and 
Willingly Paid—Every Seat Sold for 
Five Nights—Nearly $25,000 Received in 
Cash—With Nearly All of This the Pre- 

tended Agent Disappears. 

City oF Mexico, Dec. 3.—A tremendous 
Sensation occurred here today and is tne sub- 
ject of gossip in all the clubs, cafés, and places 
of public resort. For the last two days the 
has been great excitement over the sale 4 
tickets at the National Theatre for the Patti 
season of five nights m January. The crowd 
around the National Theatre bas fairly blocked 
the streets. Police were required to preserve 
order, and it seemed as if city had gone 
mad over the expected ad¥ent of the song- 
stress. The price sof boxes were $50 a nicht 
and seats $6. These were three times the 
ordinary prices, The ostensible agent of Mr. 
Abbey, who was conducting the sale of tick- 
ets, was a man givmg bis name as Mayer and 
claiming to be a brother of M. R. Mayer, Mr. 
Abbey's friend and business associate. He 
bad with bim letters, one of which purported 
to be from Abbey, which hé showed to Min- 
ister Manning and other people. The theatre 
had already been engaged for the Patti season 
by Edward W. Orrin of the firm of Orrin 
Brothers, proprietors of an Anierican circus 
here, who knows Mr. Mayer of New York, but 
as Mr. Orrin was overwhelmed with business 
regarding the opening of bis own entertain- 
ment, which is a standard attraction here, 
be bad no time to give to ather matters, else 
the plot might possibly have been detected. 
The advance agent had letters to some of the 
best-known people here and no one suspected 
the fraud. The sale of tickets began Thurs- 
day morning, people waiting at the theatre 
door from an early hour to get first choice. 
Seats were bought in whole blocks, some per- 
sons paying $1,000 for boxes. In the course 
of the day the box-office bad taken in $18,600, 
and the previous day the private sales amount- 
ed 3 to $6,300, making the total cash sales 


The Governor of the Féderal District was 
somewhat suspicious and sent to Mayer to in- 
quire if any one was responsibie for the large 
amount of money being taken from the pub- 
he; but Mayer managed to avoid any act that 
would further excite suspicion. It is under- 
stood that every seat was taken for the whole 
five nights, but some well known persone, as 
is the custom here, did not y in advance, 
but merely gave orders, 60 the amount in 
cash actually taken, as stated, does not come 
up to Dalf the seating capacity of the theater 
for five nights. Last night Maver went to the 
hotel where he lodged, accompanied by a vo- 
iceman nominally appointed to guard him, 
but in reality to see that he deposited ali the 
money in the hotel safe. In some in- 
genious way, it is said that Mayer has 
transferred over $20,000 in bills on the Na- 
tional Bank and Bank of London to the pock- 
ets of his overcoat and deluded the policeman 
tw believing all had been deposited in the 
safe.

GALENA, LL, Dec. 3.—|Special.]—An impor- 
tant decision for which there is no precedent 
in this State was made today by Judge Will- 
jam Brown of the Circuit Court in the case of 
Bernard Bonneman vs. The Directors of School 
District No. 1, Jo DaviessCounty, and the Rev. 
Joseph Bien eke, pastor of the Roman Catholic 
Church of Menominee, in said district. The 
suit was brought to restrain the directors 
from permitting the public school building of 
the district to be used by Father Bienieke for 
parochial school purposes, as bad been the 
custom, as alleged in the complaint, for four 
months in each year during the last eleven 
years, without rent or consideration ot any 
kind. In May last, on motion of plaintiff's at- 
torney Judge Brown granted a temporary in- 
junction restraining the directors from per- 
mitem the further use of the public school 
building for parochia! school purposes. Upon 
the final hearing of the case today his Honor 
dissoived the injunction and dismissed the bill, 
hoiding that, as the directors bad provided for 
the boldimg ot a regular public schoo! for 110 
days in each year, they bad ful complied 
with the law and were authorized to permit 
the use and occupancy of the school building 
the remainder of the year for parochial school 
purposes, and that the occupancy of the school 
bullding for the last eleven years for said pur- 
poses was warranted by law. The decision 
will be carried to a higher court.

The season of lake navigation is now nearly 
at an end.

The sudden 
freezing up of the harbors and narrow chan- 
nels has forced many vessdls to lay up 
away from their home ports. In fact, 
un is douptful if the fleet was ever 
80 completely scattered at the close of naviga- 
uon as it u now. Thirty vessels, including 
several large steamers, are compelied to win- 
ter at Lake Superior ports, and the others are 
scattered along the lakes from Chicago to the 
St. Lawrence.

Of 
these only ninety-five are grain vessels, not in- 
cluding the line propellers. The grain carry- 
ing capacity iaid up here is nearly 1,000,000 
bushels short of the corresponding period last 
year.

IN MRS. VAUGHAN’S FAVOR. 


JUDGE SHEPARD DISPOSES OF AN IM- 
PORTANT CASE, 


Elizabeth Estelle Vaughan Must Be Ac- 
counted To for Various Pieces of Valu- 
able Down-Town Property Once Owned 
by Her Father—A Colored Woman's 
Fight for Her Rights—Other Litigation 
— The Record, 


Judge Sbepard yesterday disposed of the case 
ot Elizabeth Estelle Vaughan against Guibert 
Wyman, John F. Coffman, and others to ro- 
cover back some valuabie property on East 
Madison and Congress streets and Forest av- 
enue formerly owned by her father, the late 
Oliver C. Henson. He died in 1877 in New 
Orleans, and she claimed she never saw bim, 
baving been been born in Cleveland and 
always lived there. She came to Chi- 
cago to hunt up ner father shortly 
before he died but did not find him. 
She charged that the defendants, under pre 
tense of protecting her interests, induced ber 
to give them deeds of conveyance of all her in- 
terest in the property, she being an illiterate 
colored woman, and ten they disposed of it 
and only gave her a few hundred dollars. 
They contended the property was incumbered 
for nearly its value, that she knowingly con- 
veyed it to them, and they have accounted to 
her tor the proceeds. The Judge, however, 
held they must account tor the value of the 
property No. 270 Madison street, and that on 
Congress street and Forest avenue; but the 
decree does not affect the property, that bav- 
ing been conveyed to innocent purchasers. 
They were held to have taken the property on 
& constructive trust, and to be liable as con- 
structive trustees.

THREE TRIALS AND THEIR LESSON. 
Milwaukee's Rioters, Chicago’s Assasins, 
and New York’s Shameless Aldermen. 

St. Paul Ploneer-Press: The man who reads 
an account Of three famous trials of recent 
days must be the most cheerful of optimists if 
be does not feel bis heart sink within him, and 
question of bimself whether we are not wit- 
nessing the decadénce of our imstitutions, if 
not the very decline of the race, 

At Milwaukee there have been rioters on 
trial. The principles, the purposes, the meth- 
ods of tnese men are known. They are guilty 
of that most odious of crimes, rigutlr ele- 
vated by the older law to a posinon of distin- 
guished execration. They have committed 
treasou; and that not against some irrespon- 
sible and tyrannical power, but against 
the form and spirit of an authority 
which is the flower and final hope of 
liberty. Yet they stand not there defense- 

They have funds and advocates in plenty 
at command. Porverted class feelings have 
been appeaied to, and it will peed in the courts 
the same stern voice of duty which was heard 
last spring from the highest authority in the 
ow of to secure for them a rightful punish- 
men 

At Chicago there are seven men in jail un- 
der the death penalty, from whom every right- 
thinking man should turn in horror. They 
combioed in their awful act at once the last 
offense against the person and against the 
State. Looking at the death-roll of the hay- 
market, we find these men common, vulgar. 
bloody assasins. Look at the purpose of 
that demonstration, we find them worthy of 
the profoundest curses ever uttered by 
liberty-ioving lips. Thay sought a way 
Over prostrate human forms to un 
versalruin. There can be no defense for 
them except the plea of total insanity, which 
bas never been offered. These men were, most 
happily, convicted of their crimes because 
they had a speedy trial Are they left like 
plague-smitten ones to bear the curse of their 
eternal infamy? On the contrary, Heaven and 
earth are being moved to save their miserabie 
lives. Thousands upon thousands have been 
raised in money to help the wild prophets of 
the commune of blood. The best talent of the 
land has been solicited and has dared to lend 
itself, for a price, to help their infamy. A 
stay of that just verdict has been, through al- 
most superhuman effort, at last secured. And 
bodies of bonest, well-meaning men have so 
far forgotten that justice is the higbest mercy 
as to appeal for clemency on behalf of those, 
the worst criminals who ever poluted our soil. 

In New York there has been crime of a lower 
and more vulgar, if less frenzied and fatal 
type. Not one citizen of the United States is 
qenorant of the fact that the New York Board 
of Aldermen accepted bribes openly and shame- 
lesiy. We know all about it, down to the 
minutest detail. Everything a thousand times 
more than was necessary to conviction was 
brought out upon the trial of Ald. McQuade. 
The public knows who were bribed, the exact 
sum of money paid to each man, the places 
where the infamous compact was ratified, and 
the persons by whom and to whom the price 
of disbonor was paid. The gust of Tweed 
was not as overwhelmingly demonstrated. 
And yet, after days and nights of deliberation, 
just three men out of the twelve good anc 
true stood out for conviction. The other 
nine saved from Sing Sing the first of the 
wretches who had not already sought safety 
in Canada or Europe, and justified the serene 
confidence of the bribe-taker, in the midst of 
the most damning evidence, that he would be 
acquitted. Who, looking on these amazing 
things, most amazing where liberty prevails 
and where the very existence of our Govern- 
ment depends upon fidelity to duty, will not 
say that we need a moral revolution? Who 
can shut his eyes to the ominous portents that 
overhang our future? 


A Bird'’s-Eye View of the Earth. 

Popular Science Monthly: If we imagine an 
observer contemplating the earth from a con- 
venient distance in space, and scrutinizing its 
features as it rolls before him, we may sup- 
pose him to be struck with the fact that eleven- 
sixteenths of its surface is covered with 
water, and that the land is so unequally dis- 
tributed that from one point of view he would 
see a hemisphere almost exclusively oceanic, 
while nearly the whole of the dry land is 
gathered in the opposit hemisphere. He might 
observe that the great oceanic area of the Pa- 
cine and Antarctic Oceans is dotted with 
islands—like a sbaliow pool with stones ris- 
ing above its surface—as if its general depth 
were small in comparison with its area. He 
might also notice that a mass or belt of land 
surruunds each pole, and that the northern 
rng. sends off to the southward three vast 
tongues of land and of mountain ebains, ter- 
minating respectively in South America, South 
Afriea, and Australia, toward which feebler 
and insular processes are given off by the Ant- 
arctic continentai mass. This, as some geog- 
raphers have observed, gives a rudely three- 
ribbed aspect to the earth, though two or three 
ribs are crowded together aud form the Burop- 
Asian mass, or double continent, while the 
third is isolated in the single continent of 
America. He might also observe that the 
northern girdie is cut across, so that the At- 
lantic opens by a widespace into the Arctic 
Sea, while the Pacific is contracted toward the 
north, but confluent with the Antarctic Ocean. 
The Atiantic is also relatively deeper and less 
eumbered with islands than the Pacific, 
which bas the higherridge near its shores, 
constituting what some visitors to the Pacific 
coast of America have not inaptiy called the 
„ back of the world,” while the wider slopes 
face the narrower ocean, into which, tor this 
reason, the greater part of the drainage of the 
land is poured. 


Religious Surprise at Harvard. 

Boston Herald: ** There is no use in dragging 
us, nolens volens, to the muddy old theological 
pond you persist in calling the crystal water 
of the river of life,. the Yale students have 
declared in a memorial to the faculty of the 
college; vou can force us down to the spot, 
but, as for drinking when we get there, we 
won't. and that’s flat!“ Horses and students 
are not as irrational animals as they too often 
get the credit of being, and this truth is illus- 
trated by the recent conduct of the Harvard 
boys. Notonly bave the religious exercises 
there been made voluntafy, but a spiritual 
water commission has been especially institut- 
ed to see to it that the quality of the water 
supplied sball be not merely barely drinkabie, 
put fresb and sparkling from the eternal foun- 
tain bead, and conveyed, moreover, in such 
Hving pipes as Phillips Brooks, Eaward E. E. 
Hale, Francia G. „ and others of like 
stamp—pipes that are weil understood to be 
addictea to taking refreshing drinks of the 
precious liquid themselves, as it flows through 
their own channels. Now what is the 
result of all this? The miracie of the nine- 
teenth century! Why the students are act- 
ually “crying for more.“ Not content merely 
with the beautiful devouonal music, the well- 
selected Scripture readings, and the fervent 
prayers, they bave actually made a cail upon 
the clergymen conducting the exercises for 
additional remarks, a call to which the Rev. 
Phillips Brooks, now on duty there, bas re- 
sponded by brief talks. Surely if any man 
bad had the face to prophesy this of Harvard 
students a few years ago he would bave been 
told to address his remarks to the marines or 
some equally credulous body of men on terra 


firma.

this country, the carp, could do. Mr. Justis 
constructed his pond about three years 
ago by erecting a dam across a naturai stream 


After the pond, which is 
about five or six acres in area, was con- 
structed, be deposited in it about 200 German 
and golden carp, at that time only an inch in 
length. The water had only been drawn off 
onde previously, which was done two years 
ago, in order to ee what progress the fish had 
made in Ftp a. and is done by means of flood- 
gates, were opened Tuesday 
afternoon, so that by 1 o'clock Wednesday, 
the time at which the guests assembied, the 
pond was sufficiently drained to proceed with 
the sport. It was a novel and interesting 
sight. The water not being over six or eieht 
inches deep the fish could be dtstinetly seen. 
The increase was wonderful. Instead of 200 
emall fish as orignally deposited there 
were thousands and thousands of sn 
weighing from two to five pounds, 
besides myriads of little ones. 
The guests were told to help themselves, and 
in a very short time succeeded in landing 150 
fish that averagea three and one-half pounds 
each, or, in other words, over 500 pounds of 
fish. None of those caught weighed less than 
two pounds, and more than halt of them 
weighed four. This wondertul increuse and 
Vigorous growth of the carp fish bas proven 
very gratifying to the Fish Commission. They 
imported a few of the German carp a few years 
ago merely as an experiment, but they find the 
experiment a great success. The carp is agooa 
deal to the water animals what the pig is to 
the land animals. He is fat and lazy, and 
ready to eat almost anything be finds. So that 
be is eyceptionaliy valuable in ponds or siug- 
gish streams. He grows large and fat, and is 
a fairly good food-fish, enjoying good health, 
and increasing bistribe rapidiy. Like the pig, 
his flesh is not the most delicate of any of bis 
sort of animais, but it is gooa and wholesome, 
and to be nad in quantities for the smallest 
amount of care. 


A TURFMAN'’S DOMESTIC TROUBLES. 


Prospects of a Sensational Divorce Suit Be- 
tween Porter Ashe and His Wife. 

A conspicuous figure at the Washington Park 
race meetings of 1885 and 1886 was a tail, well- 
formed, smooth and round faced young man, 
with regular features, a very smafl mouth, 
and apair of glittering but pleasant browu 
eyes. Usually attired in a light-colored suit 
and having a pair of field-giasses strapped over 
his right shoulder, ae bad a bow and a smile 
for everybody. Fortune’s favors and frowns 
were apparentiy alike to him, for, whether bis 
borees won or lost, or bis investments in the 
betting ground netted losses or winnings, be 
was ever courteous, good-natured, and cheer- 
ful With the turf{men, the foliowers of the 
borses, and the patrons of the track who 
knew him there was not a more popular owner 
than Porter Ashe, the young California turf- 
man. As far as could be discerned from bis 
exterior his life was all sunsbine, without the 
slightest shade of sorrow. 

In 1885 his stables contained Alta, Ed Corri- 
gan, aud King of Norfolk. In 1886 he came 
East with a strong stabie, including Alta, Gar- 
land. Binoette, Ed Corrigan, King of Norfolk, 
} Guenn, and Vera. During both seasons bis 
turf operauons were attended by discouraging 
results, yet he was alwaps bappy of disposi- 
mon and hopeful that luck would turn. Alta 
broke down at St. Louis, Garland gave way in 
the Oakwood Handicap, Binnette proved un- 
reliable, and Vera was killed at Coney Island. 
Ed Corrigan won the Sheridan Stakes here, 
Guenn won some good races East, and the rest 
of the stabie won only minor events. He be- 
came identified with the turf in the fali of 1884, 
when he purchased anumber of borses and 
raced them under his cherry colors in Califor- 
nia. A child of fortune, hayimg married a 
lady possessed of miliions, he naturally looked 
for a turn of the tide in his racing ventures. 
‘But it never came, and a career of two years 
on the turf bas broken up not only his stabie 
but his home, and it is now quite certain that 
he will figure as a defendant and cross-pet ition- 
er In a sensational divorce suit. 

Richard Porter Ashe was born, reared, and 
educated in California. His parents were Vir- 
ginians of comfortabie means. After studying 
law and being admitted to the bar he won the 
affecuons ot an heiress to several millions, the 
only daughter of the late Judge E. B. Crocker 
of San Francisco. The guardians of the beiress 
did not view the young lady's attachment for 
a poor young lawyer with any favor and the 
consequence was a secret marriage, which 
was, however, followed by a reconciliation and 
biessing. On their bridal tour the young 
couple were in aterribie railway accident at 
Tebachapi Pass and were among the few who 
escaped uninjured. Referrimg to that and 
subsequent events in bis career the Sau Fran-

through their nu 
heroic exertions in 
Tehachapi accident, and then his u 
travels prolonged it until every event of his 
career began to be of public interest. He ran 
for the Legislature two years ago and was de- 
fea On the turf he blossomed out as the 
proprietor of a string of rapid runners and a part 
owner of the trotter Arab. Then the trouble 
commenced, Ashe's cherry-silk jackets and his 
equine flyers proved more attractive than home 
life, and when he was away on the circuit the 
too much to herself. She 
the inroads his toys 
made on her fortune, and his struggle to recoup 
only increased the drafts on the fortune that 
should have made them, with proper affection 
tor each other, two of the happiest young people 
in the world. 

Then, too, Mrs. Ashe heard stories of her hus- 
hand's ssing a fondness for rapid society 
that did not add to her peace of mind, and she 
began to be less discreet than she should have 
been in seeking her amusement. Her name be- 
came coupled with that of a handsome youn 
curly-headed ex-journalist, now a resident 0 
Sacramento, and also with that of other men. 

An accident * — she fractured a leg was 
painted in unfavorable colors, and it, with 
all the other stories, greatly exaggerated, 
of course, found their way to Ashe’s ears 
on his return from one of his trips to the 
big race meetings of the East. The young man 
did not act with a particularly fine sense of dis- 
crimination when n to make his inquiries 
as to the solidity of the foundation of the stories, 
but put a good many questions to peopie who 
cared no g for him and rejoiced over the re- 
ception ot such @ delicious morsel for barroom 
gossip. Criminations and recriminations were 
indul in until affairs reached a pass where 
men was impossible, It is generally under- 
stood now that both parties will sue fora divorce, 
or that one will sue and the other will file a 
cross-complaint. Mrs. Ashe will probably lle 
her complaint in another State, in order to at- 
tract as little attention as ssible, and the 
ground is expected to be desertion committed by 
Ashe's absence on-one of his Eastern campaigns. 

While Ashe was in Chicayo last summer bis 
name was frequently coupled with that of a 
member of the Evangeline company and 4a 
well-known comic opera singer. After he left 
here ana had gone to Saratoga word came 
back that the BRvangeline beauty was there 
Also. At Cincinnati he and Lucky Baldwin are 
reported to have a row over a niece of 
Baldwin who was traveling with ber uncle. 
Baldwin chargea Asbe witb paying too much at- 
tention to the lady, and it is understood. that in 
addon to tame the young mau 
to task for his conduct Baldwin 
threatened to report to Mrs. Asbe. 
The latter was in Chicago Nov. 4. Sbe arrived 
in the morning with ber cnild, agiri of 3 years, 
two servants, and a man named C. F. Bender. 
They stopped at the Leland until afternoon, 
when they took the 8:15 train on the Fort 
Wayne Road for the East. It was intimated 
at that time that ber business East was to se- 
cure evidence for a divorce suit. Asbe ar- 
rived bere from Louisville the morning of Nov. 
6 and left for California the same day. After 
the Latonia meeting he borrowed 38300 of Cy 
Jaynes of this city to ship his borsesto St. 
Louis, promism to senda check from St. 
Louis, Jaynes is still waiting for a remittance.

Fire Record for November. 

Rough Notes for December: The $100,000,000 
point for 188d has been passed and we still bave 
before us December, a month in which the 
losses are usually severe. Our table for the 
month amounts to $8,144,640, but when we 
consider that Rough Notes makes no record of 
fires m amount under $10,000, except in the 
States of Lllinois, Indiana, and Ohſo, it is sate 
to assume the entire fre waste in the United 
States and Canada for November, 1836, is not 
less than $10,000,000, which brings the losses 
tor e.even months of the year to $105,000,000. 
With December not in ex of November, 
the losses for the year are likely to be $115.- 
000,000. Our table shows 101 losses of $10,000 
and under $50.000; twenty-seven of $50,000 and 
under $100,000; thirteen of $100,000 and under 
$500,000; and three of $500,000 and over. There 
are also reported thirty incendiary fires, iu- 
volving a loss of $344, 600.

REPUBLICAN MEMBERS OF THE BOARD 
IN CAUCUS, 
— 


They Are for Nelson for Chatrman—Putting 


Signing the County Warrante—The 75 
Per Cent Limitation—Meagures for the 
Reform of the Board. 


The caucus of Republican County Commis- 
sioners yesterday at the office of J. Frank 
Aldrich was attended by the Commissioners 
who had signed the cail—namely: Aldrich, 
Nelson, Williams, Sohu bert, Engelbardt, Hem- 
melgarn, and MacDonald. None of the other 
Republicans in the board attended. The two 
Democrats will hold a caucus today or Mon- 
day, and Mr. Geils is caucusing by bimeelf. 
Hemmeigarn presided at the Republican cau- 
cus and Aldrich was Secretary. Then the di 
cussions commenced and iasted nearly three 
hours. Messrs. Hemmelgaru, MacDonald. 
Aldrich, Nelson, and others aired their views. 
It was suggested that one of the most impor- 
tant things for the members to remember in 
their work was unanimity of action. No body 
of men could accomplish much uniess they 
adhered to this rule, One reckiess vote might 


result in some bidden scheme being carried by 


the opposition and besides be used to the 
discredit of the new men, who must be very 
careful to keep their records clean. * The 
county is in a very deplorable condition,” 
said Mr. Nelson. “From the past acts of 
certain men we can judge what their future 
ones will be. We may not be abie to restore 
the finances tothe desired healthy condition, 
but we can build them up some, and hy care- 
ful, conscientious, honest work we can pre 
vent any more work lke that which bas re- 


duced the finances to their present state.“ 
He thought the efforte of MacDonald and Hem- 
me garo to protect the county during the last 
year were worthy ot great praise, 

Mr. Nelson was nominated for Chairman, 
and ali those present pledged themselves to 
support bim. They ‘have no second choice 
aud will vote for Nelson until they are out- 
voted, but will not go overto the other side. 
They erpeot every Republican im te 
board to act with them from first to last, 
or eise go On record as boltimg the caucus of 
a majority of the members of their party. 
They are to be brougut before the party com- 
mittees of the county for proper action, if the 
reform Commissioners carry out their present 
intentions. The appointment of the commit- 
tees was not discussed, as that depended upon 
the organization of the board. Those who par- 
ticipated in the caucus declined to state 
whether they bad private assurances of sup- 
port from any of the other Commissioners. 
They were not very hopeful of success, but 
considered it their duty to viace themselves 
and the other members on record. 

“We way not de able to elect the man of 
our choice,” suid Mr. Hemmeigarn, “ but we 
can rest assured of one thing—Mr. Kleum bas 
only seven votes itor bim besides his own. 
He bas been hoping Mr. Neilson would 
vote for him, but by this caucus we 
will compel the gentleman to vote for him- 
self to secure the posiuon.” Mr. MacDonald 
made several propositions of an economic 
nature, and a discussion as to the best way to 
bring it about resulted. A line of policy was 
adopted Wien, if pursued, will prove of in- 
calculable value during the year. Mr. 
Nelson said his idea was that the affairs of the 
county should be conducted the same as a 
man’s private business is conducted. He 
thought an inventory of ali the property be- 
longing to the county should be taken, and 
favored the appointment of au auditor to pass 
upon the bills, He also urged bis pian for a 
purchasing agent to buy the county’s necessi- 
ties. Hedid not think it was necessary for 
the board to meet once a week, and urged that 
all contracts should be let publeiy. 

The following appeal to all the Republicans 
in the board was edopted: 

Thé Republican caucus of Commissioners for 
Cook County having been called by a majority of 
the Republican members with a view of organ- 
izing the Cook County Board of Commissioners

complishment of this purpose. 


SIGNING COUNTY WARRANTS. 


County-Clerk Ryan Keeping Himself Busy 
Opinion of Attorney Bliss. 

The tax levy of 1886 is fast being signed 
away by the Clerk and the Treasurer of the 
eounty. County-Cierk R an sent to the Treas- 
urer’s office warrants to the amouat of about 
$100,000 early yesterday morning, and later in 
the day another batch of $100,000 on paper 
was ready to receive the County Treasurer's 
signature after that of the Clerk. All the 
officials concerned in the matter are now taxk- 
ing credit for the restriction suggested by 
County-Attorney Bliss, who, in hie opinion 
given to the Treasurer, limited the amount 
that could legally be signed by the Clerk and 
Treasurer to 75 per cent of the tax levy. Mr. 
Bliss said yesterday: “What do the peo pie 
say about my opinion by which I placed the 
limit at 75 per cent, while the board wanted 
all the warrants to be signed? Without this 
limitation the remaining $370,000 would have 
been signed away, too. But this thing ought 
to have been done a long time ago. If 
they bad started in a year ago about this 
business there would not bave been so much 
troubie about it. Of cotirse some people will 
suffer if the warrants are not all signed. But 
then a start bad to be made some time and 
somebody bad to get hurt, and if it is done 
now there will be less people burt than if they 
waited another year! The only thing | am 
afraid of now is that they will get into a squab- 
ble over the order of signing the warrants. 
There are a lot of warrants that will not be 
signed and a large number of persons will not 
be paid until the financesof the county get 
into better sb . Those who got their war- 
rants late will be anxiousto bave them pre- 
ferred, and attempts will probably be made to 
influence the County Glerk to prefer certain 
creditors and sian their warrents above all 
others. It is reasonable to presume that the 
Clerk wilh sign the warrants simply 
according to priority of tins, begin- 
ning at the oldes ones nd going 
on in regular order according to ihe date of 
the paper. But then the Cour Clerk can 
exercise his discretion, ana there othing at 
all to compel bim to sigu any pi ular war- 
rants in preference to others. ( the Treas- 
urer refuse to countersigu the orders and thus 
prevent them from becom valid? 1 don't 
think it is in the Treasurer's function to exer- 
cise any control of that kind. After the board 
has issued the orders and the Clerk bas signed 
them the Treasurer must presume that they 
are correct and countersigu them.” 

Mr. Ryan said: ** Tux TRIBUNE says I backed 
down. I didn’t back down from the stand I 
took. 1 did what I thought was my duty. 1 
am going to sign all the warrants which under 
the law lam bound to sign—that is to say, 
about $285,000. Then the 75 per oent will be 
exhaused. There is no excuse for me to re- 
fuse my signature to them. The board baving 
ordered them and the law permitting 75 per 
cent of the new tax levy to be used in advance 
I dave no richt to prevent them from being 
issued, Why don’t the papers give me credit 
for what Lam doing? if Iwan to I could sign 
every warrant in my hands. There is no penaity 
and no liability on my part for doing 60. I couid 
sign every order and overdraw the tax levy if 
I wanted to and no oue could prosecute me or 
make me civilly liable. But I am only going 
to sign as many as I think the board was by 
law authorized to issuethat is, until 75 per 
cent of the tax levy is reached. The County 
Treasurer got ap opinion from the County At- 
torney. I paid for my legal advice out of m 
own pocket. The County Treasurer gets 
credit for restricting the issue of 
the orders to 75 per, cent. The Coun- 
ty Tre er bas always been anxious for me 
to Steine warrants and send them over to 
nis office to be countersigned, and I bave re- 
sisted him, as well as the Commisstoners. How 
about the order of signing them’ Ot course 
some people would like to be preferred and

COUNTY BOARD REFORM, ... 


Measures Proposed by.the Committees of 
the City Clubs. 

The sub-com mittee of the joint committee 
from the Commercial Club, the Union Leagne, 
the Citizens’ Association, the Iroquois Ciub, 
and the United Labor partyOmet yesterday 
afternoon to put in their proper form the 
amendments to the law relating to the County 
Board which they think are essential measures 
of reform. One of the proposed amepoments 
is to have appropriations made durmg the first 
quarter of the year aad limiting the expend- 
itures for the year to the amounts put into 
the budget. Another is to confer the veto 
power upon the Chairman of the board, and 
another to have a purchasing agent who shall 
buy all the supplies. The committee held a 
protracted session and made a great many 
changes in the phrasegiogy of the amend ments 
as submitted, firally deciding to have a ciean 
copy made before they formally adopted them. 
Their report will be ready early next week, and 
a meeting of the full committee will be called 
to consider it. 


DR. JOHN SWINBURNE. 


Sore Over His Recent Defeat—His Ideas on 
Pleuro- Paeumonia. 

Dr. Jobn Swinburne, member of Congress 
for the Albany district, and a member ot the 
House Committee on Agriculture, passed 
through Chicago yesterday on his way to 
Washington after a brief visit to hig son at 
Colorado Springs. Dr. Swinburne, who is 
quite a character in his way and a recognized 
authority on medical and veterinary subjects, 
was Heaith-Officer of New York from 1864 to 
1870; acted as Chief of the American Ambu- 
lance during the siege of Paris, receiving for 
his services the decoration of te Legion of 
Honor; served one full term and portion of 
another as Mayor of Albany, and was elected 
to Congress in 1884. When seen by a TRIBUNE 
reporter yesterday morning Dr. Swinburne was 
deploring the fact that be had been counted 
out at the recent election by 169 
This seemed doubly hard to him when ae rec- 
ollected the fact that he had ousted Judge Van 
Alstyne by a majority of 2,504 in 1884. Al 
bany, bowever, was the most corrupt district 
in the Union, not even eacepting Onicago, ana 
be had it on pretty good authority that $80,000 
of „ boodle, sent direct from Washington, nad 
been used tocount him out. Dr. Swinburne 
bas been quite unfortunate in the matter of 
“counting out.“ baving, he said, been twice 
counted out in the race for the Mayoraity. He 
thought it not unlikely that bis friends would 
file a protest aga ust the seating of Mr. Kane, 
the present Congreseman-elect. 

When asked his views on pieuro-pneumonia 
and quarantine the doctor opened with a 
strong denunciation of the action of Chairman 
Hatch of the Committee on Agriculture in 
making a report on pleuro-pneumonia which 
bad never been submitted to the members of 
the committee. Hatch’s report was based upon 
aletter from Chief-Veterinarian Salmon, and 
it wes well known that the latter was no good 
as an expert on pseuro- pneumonia, The report 
claimed that there were 1,700 cattle Sick in 455 
herds aggregating 60,000 head of cattie, but 
the committee was lett entirely in darkness as 
to where the disease existed. He made an ad- 
verse report recommending quaraotining er- 
ery where, and accompanied the report with a 
bill. The report of che department coutempiat- 
ed quarantinving, but recommended the slaugh- 
tering of the cattle as a most speedy remedy. 
In dealing with such au outbreak as that at 
Chicago Dr. Swinburne said he would eaturce 
a etrict quarantine, separating sick cattle from 
those apparently well. The disease need not 
be great, as he would take his oath that 
healthy cattie wouid not sicken if kept one 
rod apart from diseased ones. Pleuro-pneu- 
monia was a blood poison, and beaitny cattle 
coatracted it from the slobberm of the sick 
cattle on the grass. The wholesale slaughter 
of entire herds at Chicago was atterly opposed 
to the progress of science. Cattle should not 
be quarantined where pleuro-pneumonia bad 
existed. That was like keeping them in a ver 
able Rack Hole of Calcutta, The fielas 
where sick cattle had been should be plowed 
up, and he was even in favor of keeping the 
blow going in the flelds where diseased cattie 
were in quarantine. He was in favor of the 
appropriation by Congress of alarge amount 
of mone, for the establishment of a perma 
nent quarantine, much on the of his 
bill. 

T ing. nagt to surgery the versatile Con- 
1 8a tad brought fhe treatment 
ot wounds and fractures, from whatever cause, 
down to such a point that amputation was not 
necessary onge in a thousand times. Ampu- 
tation after a severe injury generally resulted 
in death, whereas if the case were left to 
nature there would be a far greater chance of 
recovery. He nad found in experience that 
where parts were allowed to siough off the 
patients never bad neuralgic pains. His 
method of treatment in fractures consisted in 
extension of the part, restoration of circuia- 
tion, moisture, and heatas greatas could be 
borne consisteutly with preserving the vitality 
of the part. 


ILLINOIS POST-OFFICES. 


The Only Western State That Gives Uncle 
Sam More than It Receives. 

WASNHINOTON. D. C., Deo, 3.— [Special. I— The 
officials ot the Post-Office Department have 
prepared for the information of Congress 
some interesting statistical statements. III, 
nois is one of the few States, and the only 
Western State, that pays the department more 
than full value for services rendered. This is 
largely due to the enormous postal business of 
the City of Chicago; as, indeed, without it the 
State would also show a deficiency. During 
the last year the excess of receipts in Hlinois 
over the expenditures was $279,219. The total 
postal receipts for the year amounted to 
$3,734,788, while the expenditures reached the 


sum of $3,455,568. Of the receipts the sales of 
postage stamps, stamped envelopes, and postal 
cards realized $3,581,445. The box rents and 
branch offices yielded $150,862, and the sales 
ol waste paper $2,480. In the expense ac- 
count the largest item is for the transporta- 
tion of the mails, which cost last year $1,276,- 
336. There was paid as compensation to Post- 
masters $713,012, and for clerks in post-offices, 
fuel, and rent, $572,244. The ietter-carriers 
received $377,384, and the railway postal clerks 
traveling in the State $516,519. ö 

During the year sixty-four new post-offices 
were established in Illino:s and twenty-three 
were discontinued, leaving a net increase of 
forty-one. The namesor sites of twenty-seven 
were changed. As to the Postmasters, 382 
resigned or their commissions expired, 698 
were removed or suspended, and twenty died. 
The total number of post-offices in the State is 
2. 220. There are 176 Presidential post-offices 
in Illinois, or those where the salary is at least 
$1,000, and the aggregate salary account of 
these offices amounts to $276,100. The aggre- 
wate receipts of these offices reach the sum of 
$3,078,116. Durmg the year there was a loss 
of five offices in the Presidential grade, the 
annual receipts not warranting their further 
retention in the highest rank. The only office 
in the State where the receipts from local 
postage exceed the cost of the free-delivery 
ser voie is Chicago, but the profits here alone 
more tban balance the losses elsewhere, and 
hence the free-delivery service in the entire 
State is upon a self-supporting basis. 

The free-deiivery or letter-carrier system is 
one of the most important branches of the 
Postal Department. Under the existing law 
the service is only supplied to cities of 20,000 
inhabitants, or, lacking in the necessary pop- 
ulation, to such as return gross annual postal 
receipts in excess of $20,000. The department 
tavors the reduction of this limitation so as to 
make the free delivery available in places of 
10,000 people, provided the postal receipts 
therein amount to at least $10.000 a year, and 
this extension is also supported by the Com- 
mittee on Post-Offices of the House, which 
now basa bill on the calendar to carry into 
effect this purpose. To show exactly how the 
service stands in reiation to its cost and rev- 
enue in the State the following will be of in- 
terest: 

The cost of the free-delivery service in Ch. 
cago was, for the last year, $627,549.37, while 
the receipts from local postage amounted to 
$503,783.44. Aurora—Cost of service, $820.22; 
local postage, $203.74. The comparati 
small figures at this place are accounted for 
the fact that it had only been a free-delivery of- 
fice a month and a halt at the expirauon of the 
fiscal year. Biloomington—Cost of service,

locating responsibility or blame upon any per- 
son. It is umpossible to ascertain where it should 
be placed. But they indicate a simple abandon- 
ment on the part of the department of any at- 
tempt to reach the conditions which should have 
been attained and the failure on the part of the 
contractor to reach the limited results expected 
by the department. In considering the matter of 
——— — the aaditional vessels authorized by 
Congress in March, 1885, it was decided by the 
department to exhaust every effort to avail itself 
of the most advanced thought and knowledge at- 
tained by our own and other countries upon the 
sub The machinery of naval vessels is en- 
tirely different in character from that of mer- 
chant ships; and, as nO modern war-vessels have 
been for many years built in this country by our 
Government up to the time of those just referred 
to, it seemed probable, on comparing results at- 
tained by the department in its first effort with 
those reached by other countries, that important 
advances had been made elsewhere m the meth- 
ods of attaining great s and power, which it 
had become necessary for us to utilize. 

The department has, since March, 1885, accumu- 
lated a large amount of information in the way 
of plans, showing the latest advances in the art, 
which, it is believed, have been availedof to a 
very important extent by the technical officers 
of the department in the work upon the new 
ships now about to be undertaken. I believe it 
to be the true policy of the department to gather 
such information from every quarter and at the 
same time to depend entirely upon our own re- 
sources for the construction of our vessels. The 
department, during this time, has kept itself in 
consultation with the leading shipbuilders of the 
country, who feel themselves greatly concerned 
and interested in the success of the departmentin 
these matters. The department havingin the 
course of its efforts purchased plans, including the 
detailed drawings of the motive power of the two 
most recent productions of Sir William Arm- 
strong & Co., was strongly recommended by the 
several practical shipbuilders who were con- 
suited to reproduce the machinery in two of 
the new ships, and to construct the other three 
upon the designs of its bureaus. This course has 
been adopted. This intention has greatly stimu- 
lated the work of the department, and it is hoped 
that the 4,000-ton ship, 2 the bureaus 
will mark not only a very great advance over the 
last ships designed by them, but even over those 
built on the plans which have been obtained 
from abroad. All the time necessary for the 
preparation of the plans has been patiently per- 
mitted and every encouragement given to the 
successful solution of the problems involved. 

The department is able to award the contracts 
for the construction of these vessels to satis- 
factory parties and at satisfactory prices, with 
the exception of the vessel known as cruiser No. 
1, a 4,000-ton ship designed by the bureaus, for 
which no bid was received within the limit of 
$1,100,000 fixed by Co $8. 

An examination of the prices shows this most 
satisfactory circumstance, that responsible ship- 
builders are willing to contract for the construc- 
tion of cruisers having characteristics as high as 
those attained abro at prices within © per 
cent of the foreign prices. This is a subject of 
congratulation in view of the fact that the char- 
acter of the ships is quite novel in this — 
the conditions to be attained most exacting an 
difficult. Considering the difference in the price 
of labor and material between the two countries, 
the bidding must be considered to represent a 
fair and not too high price for the work expected, 
It is believed by the department that the con- 
tracts can all be faithfully performed with profit 
to the contractor and every requirement of the 
Government fulfilled. 

The New Armor Clads. 

Congress atits recent session authorized the con- 
— — of two ironclads of about 6,000 tons 
each. The subject has been referred to the Bu- 
reaus of Construction, Steam Engineering, 
Equipment and Recruiting, and Ordnance to take 
the necessary steps to prepare lans for the let- 
ting. The department has also eemed it wise to 
offer to all approved naval architects and ship- 
builders an opportunity to compete with the 
work of the department in the designs for these 
new ships, and the sum of $15,000 has been of- 
fered as compensation far any acce ted design 
for either of the vessels, the working drawings to 
be the subject of subsequent- agreement. ere 
are many distinguished architects who, of late 
years, have had much greater experience in new 
work than the liberality of our Government has 
made it possible for our own to enjoy, and in 
starting upon the creation of a new navy the de- 
partment has no embarrassment in desiring to 
avail of the best talent anywhere to be found in 
placing the new work upon a par with the best of 
other countries, from which point it is entirely

mated expenditure of $8,732,000. It is assumed 
by the department that 1 contracts, in- 
stead of being thrown into the ds of foreign 
manufacturers, should be utilized at home and 
made the wpe gt securing the establishment of 
this branch of ustry here so important to the 
Government. 

This icy involves delay in the construction 
of the first vessels authorized, but at the end of 
five years the country would, by pursuing it, be 
independent and in a much stronger position in 
every ~~ than would result from any other 
course.

, Miscellaneous Subjects. 

The Academy is now in charge of Com- 
mander W. T. Sampson, who relieved Capt. F. I. 
Ramsay as Superintendent Sept. 9, 1836. The 
report of Com Sampson points out cer- 
tain disadvantages from the present so- 
called “six-year course“ ag the academy, and 
proposes that the length of thé pourse be fixed at 
four years. 

The train system now established in the 
navy has resulted in raising the character and 
tone of enlisted men, and a high standard of in- 
telligence, readiness, and effici prevails in 
the class of ore who are en as naval ap- 
prentices, Under these circumstances the ques- 
tion has arisen whether, in order to furn an 
incentive to ambition and a proper reward for 
extraordinary capacity and effort, some provis- 
ion should not be made for affording to the most 
deserving among our apprentice boys an —— 
tunity of entering the grades of commissioned 
officers. The department would recommend that 
measures be taken by which, under proper safe- 
guards, admission to the Naval Academy might 
be given to a limited number of apprentices, who 
should then be subjected to the same course of 
training and examination as the other cadets, 
and who, under the applicationof a uniform 
test, should stand or fall solely according to the 
strength or weakness of their own merits. 

The revort of the Chief of the Bureau of Yards 
and Docks, Commodore D. B. Harmony, again 

resents a graphic description of the condition of 

ecay into which our navy-yards, with their 
wharves and buildings, have fallen, and states 
that in the absence of an increased appropriation 
it becomes only a question of time when our 
yards will be unequal to the performance even 
of the ordinary current work of repairing and 
fitting out the few vessels that we now have. 

The introduction of more careful business 
methods and the gradual diminution of the ex- 
cessive amounts of provisions, clothing, and 
other stores heretofore kept on hand have made 
a material reduction in expenditure. 

The Chicago is still at Chester, and the work 
upon heris now being rapidly pushed towards 
completion. The amount appropriated b the 
act of July 26, 1886, will not be sufficient to finish 
these vessels, and an additional appropriation of 
$56,000 has been asked for, which it is expected 
will be adequate for the purpose, if no further 
alterations or additions are recommended by the 
Naval Advisory Board.

TIONS FOR THE SENATS. 


Confirmation of the Seven Non-Commis- 
sioned Officers to Be Opposed by West 
Puint Graduates—Col. John Moore as 
Surgeon-General—Proposed Reforms in 
the Conrt-Martial System—Gen. Hazen 
Wants New Assistants—Candidates for 
Chaplain Vacancies. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 3.—[Special.)—A 
list of the army appointments and promotions 
made since the adjournment of Congress is 


beiug prepared at the War Department and 
will be sent to the President for nomination to 
the Senate the early part of next week. The 
list consists of forty-two regular promotions 
and fifteen original appointments. The pro- 
motions are all regular and it is presumed will 
receive early confirmation. Of the original 
appointments the seven noo-comm! ed of- 
fleers who were recently commissioned as 
Second Lieutenants will likely meet with 
some opposition from the West Point gradu- 
ates of 1887. They consider that their promo- 
motion, in a measure, bas been retarded by 
the appointment of non-comunissioned officera, 
and will antagonize the confirmation of the 
latter on the ground that they were assigned 
to vacancies which legally belong to the grad- 
uates. The cadets have the law on their side, 

and it would not be surprising if they suc- 

ceeded in securing the rejection of the objeco- 
tionable nominauons. The appointment of 
Col. Jonn Moore as Surgeon-General may meet 
with some trouble from the Baxter party, but 
the least that can happen him will de a delay 
in confirmation. No one anticipates that Bax- 
ter can bring about his defeat. Mr. Baxter's 
sudden change in politics in his candidacy for 

the piace given to Moore is hardly caiculated 
to strengthen his influence with a Republican 

Senate. 

The Judge-Advocate General's t 
of the army will make a strong effort this wiu- 
ter to secure legisiation in the direction of re- 
forms in the present court-martial system. 
The change most desired is that there should 
be a standard sentence to meet ea offense or 
crime, as ip civil courts. By this means an 
officer or enlisted man, when tried on any 
charge, will know what to expect if found 
gulity, and the sentence, when announced, it 
will be known was not directed by sympathy 
or prejudice, as the case may be. Col. Lieber 
in his annual report illustrates some absurdiy 
inconsistent sentences under tne existing mili- 
tary venal code. Two men are frequently 
tried on the game charge, both found guilty, 
and both sentenced; one goes to the guard- 
house for a few days, or verbaps some con- 
venient technicality is found, and ne goes scot- 
free; the other goes to the military prison at 
Fort Leavenworth for three years—a victim of 
a perfect record and the prejudice of a member 
of the court. Itis Col. Lieber's idea to bave a 
board appoioted, consisting of army 
and representatives of the civil courts, to 
make a complete revision of the articies of 


war. 

Officers of the army here attach little im- 
portance to Gen. Hazen’s recommendation for 
a reorganization of the signal corps, under 
which the Second Lieutenants now in the corps 
will be transferred to the line of the army in 
excbange for twenty-two Second Lieutenante 
who are graduates of the military academy. 
They look upon the proposition as foolish. 
Tney do not suspect fora moment that the 
Secretary of War will approve it or that Con- 
gress will sanction it by the necessary 
legislation. The general opinion among army 
peopie is that the signal corps is essentially a 
civil and the popular desire is to have 
it severed entirely from the army.

To take them away from the work for 
which they were educated and assign them 
to duty as soldiers is as absurd in the minds of 
army Officers as the other part of Haezen’s 
proposition to assign West Po ut men, who are 
educated especially for the fighting bransh of 
the army, to duty in prognosticating the 
weather. Hazen’s proposition is further re- 
garded as a direct insult to the sixteen meu in 
the corps, He practicaily states that they are 
failures io the line for which they were espe- 
cially trained, and now wants to get rid of 
them to procure others more competent. 
These men would no doubt be glad to be re 
Heved from the corps, but they cannot cer 
tainly relish the idea of being kicked out on 
the grounds of mcompetency. The indications 


are that this branch of the service will again 
figure conspicuously before Congress this win- 


ter.

A Decrease in the Shipping—Comparative 
Statements. 

East SAGINAW, Mich., Dec. 3.—[Speciai.|— 
The shipments: by water of lumber from Sagi- 
naw River for the season which ended Tues- 
day were considerably less, in the aggregate, 
than in any year since 1878.

A SYNOPTICAL VIEW OF VALUABLE 
TREES IN NORTHWEST CANADA. 


Prof. Forbes on Insect Poisons—The Live 
Stock of the World and the Centres of 
Production—Ashes as Fertilisers— The 
Right and Wrong Way to Care for 
Horses—Wintering Bees—Agricultural 
aud Stock Notes. 


A correspondent of the Mississippi Valle 
Lumberman and Manufacturer, traveling in 
the British Territory North, sends an elabor- 
ate account of the species ot timber found 
there and the relative iatitude where found. 
From this salient faets are given that will be of 
general interest. Tue most northerly tree is 
spruce, white and black. The northero limit 
is about latitude 59°, og the shores of Hudson 
Bay, alittle to the north of Fort Churchill. 
From that point the limit trends north westerly 
in an undulating line, crossing the Coppermine 
River a few mile south of its mouth and strik- 
ing the Arctic Ocean at the mouth of the 
Mackenzie River. Next comes the American 
larch. Ite northern limit is on Hudson Bay. 
Its lümit northwest is nearly coincident with 
the spruce. Canoe birch is very nearly coin 
dent with the larch, but a little to the south of it. 
The aspen (quaking asp) is much more irreg- 
viar, attaining a northern limit on the Mac- 
kenzie River almost the same as the spruce, 
crossing Great Bear Lake south of its central 
line, but not touching the shore of Hudson 
Bay at all until it strixes James’ Bay a little to 
the south of 55° of iatitade. 

The Banksian pine bas its northern limit 
just south of Hudson Bay on the east, but 
rapidly reaches a more northern latitude west, 
at Great Bear Lake, crossing the aspen hne 
and reaching the northern limit after passing 
the Mackenzie River about 67° of latitude. 
The northeastern limit of the balsam voplar is 
at Fort Churchill on Hudson Bay and to the 
northwest, crossing the Mackenzie River about 
66° north. Balsam fir is found at James’ Bay, 
latitude 4°. This tree clings well to the south 
of (Hudson Bay, crossing Nelson's River 
about Jatitade 55°, thence northwest to the 
northeast of Reindeer ana Wallaston Lakes, 
crossiug Great Slave Lake not far from its 
northeastern end and crosses the Mackenzie 
River in about 65° of latitude. 

Thesc embrace pretty much all the timber 
in the county Dounded by Hudson Bay on 
the east and the Rockies west. In the south- 
etm portion of Canada there are other species, 
including deciduous trees found near the line 
of the United The next tree in relation 
to its northern limit is the American elm. 
Then comes the ash-leaved maple, Next in 
order is the green ash and then the burr oak. 
The basswood (American linden) has its nortu- 
ern limits east at Thunder Gay on Lake Su- 
perior; wende it passes to the north of Rainy 

crossing the Lake of the Woods near 
its cetitré, thence northwest, crossing the Red 
River at Selkirk, passing westward a little to 
the north of the south end of Lake Winuipeg, 
crossing the Assiniboine at Fort Ellice, then 
trending southeast, passing the boundary hne 
at the of Mouse River. 

As to Manitoba and thé Northwest Terrt 
tories it is related that not a single tree of 
white, red, or Norway pine or bemlock grows 
west’ of the Lake of the Woods until you 
réacn the eastern flank of the Roeky Mount- 
sins. Black pine grows in all the Nelson 
River territory and territory of Keewatin and 
over the territories in patches generally over 
the whole Northwest. There is a limited 
quantity of white and red pine in Keewatin 
to the north of the boundary of Ontario. Thero 
ie also an extension of tne line of growth of 
white cédar west of the Lake of the Woods, 
probably sixty or eighty miles, with one or 
two scattered, lonely patches near Lake Win- 
nipeg. The Red River oak, a species nearly 
allied to or identical with the white oak of the

Arsenic Poisons and Codling Moth. 

Prof. Forbdés, State Entomologist of IIlinois. 
in rélation to spraying trees with arsenical 
poisons, insists that the cost of the application 
would be practically as nothing, so far as the 
codling moin injuries are concerned, compared 
to the benefit to the tree and the crop result- 
ing from the destruction of curculios, canker 
worms, and other minor leaf and fruit insects. 
Tue éfperiments show, however, that late 
poisoning is dangerous, and, furthermore, is 
without effect upon the codling moth. Prof. 
Forbes also says that observations and analysis 
have sbown that there is not the siigtest dan- 
ger to the consumer of the fruit from poison- 
ing the trees early in the season, when the 
apples are very small and before they have 
turned downward on their stems. 


Ashes as Fertilizers. 

Coal ashes are of no value asa manuré. On 
very heavy soll, however, they are valuable as 
a divider of the soil, acting in the same manner 
as sharp sand. Hence, in all situations where 
the garden ub a stiff clay the application will 
be indicated, and they should be yearly given 
to the soli. The ashes of bituminous coal as a 
rule are vicher in valuable constituents of 
growtt than those made from anthracite. If 
large dones are used Dury them in the earth 
and the roots of trees and plants will find 
them snd letely cover them with their 
feeaing roots. ence they ure more valuable 
used thus in the orchard where chey may lie 
undisturbed for years.

A 
little ventilation over the pavking is necessary 
to allow the escape of moisture constantly 
arising from the bees. This is secured by 
slightiy raising the cover. The entrance is 
tightig alosed with a long block having a sma)! 
neteb about one-fourth inch square, cut in the 
under side. Four inches above this entrance 
is an inoh hole, so protected with a slide as to 
prevent a direct Graft into the hive. Sleet 
and ice cannot close this upper entrance. 
Straw or refuse bay is packed under the hive 
at the first approach of cold weather, and a 
portable fence four and one-balf feet high is 
erected for a windbreak. 

There is littie doubt that it is best to winter 
bees on the summer-stand, unless, being a 
regular beekeeper, one can give the time 
necessary to Manipulute them in the cellar. 
Then they consume less honey than onut-of- 
doors.

Mrs. Hopkins took ber busband’s place with 
his lite associates, and the firm continues as of 
old. Sbaring her husband's care for the pen- 
nies, she bas developed in the architectural line 
and to a certain extent in the pletistic strain. 
On Nob Hill Hopxrins and Stanford purchased 
a full block. Stanford furnished his house 
first at a cost of $800,000, whereupon the Ho 
kins family, having seen it, went wb dae 3 
better and expended $1,250,000. Brother 
Crocker got off with the smaller expenditure 
of $636,000. The foundations of these houses 
are bullt of massive stone, the upper portions 
of wood.

She has no sociéty airs, no social 
frills, no ambitions at all along the line of per- 
sonal show, yet she has probably expended 
more money on architects and buildings than 
any twenty women in the land. Her residence 
in Great Barrington, like that m California, is 
avast pile costly show ahd of no special 
use. Somé time ago she built a Congregational 
parsonage in Great Barrington and is under- 
stood to have furnished it very nicely and 
aided materialiy in the support of its oecu- 
pants. Like ali other women of wealth, she is 
pestered by begging istters, by importunities 
good, bad, and indifferent, and if ene does give 
anything in any direction she is wise snough 
and shrewd enotgh not to allow a report of 
ber action to be circulated.

it Will Be Appropriately Celebrated Next 
June rous Institution. 
The Board of Trustees of Knox College bas 


commenced making arrangements for cele 
brating ut tne time of whe annual commence- 
ment, in June next, the semi-centennia! anni- 
versary of the founding of that institution. 
At that time the college will have rounded up 
a half-century of existence. It will be a great 
oceasion, in Which every citizen, whatever bis 
affiliations may be, cannot fail to take an in- 
terest. The history of Knox College is 80 
closely interwoven with that of Galesburg that 
the history of the one is almost tue history of 
the other. When the Galesburg colony was 
first planned by ite founders at Whitesboro, 
N. T., long before they came West, one of the 
most important if not the most important ele- 
ment of the plan was that of founding an 
Evangelica) Christian College. In the purchase 
from the Government of the property upon 
wahjch the stands the deeds went to this 
college, and the titles to our homes and places 
of business came from the college. During all 
these years the college has be faithful to 
ber trust, realizing the hopes of her founders, 
mostof whom bave now passed away. We 
have no means of showing bow many young 
men and women have been educated at this 
institution, but it may safely be said that there 
are only one or two institutions in the North- 
west that can boast Of more. 

The coliege has passed through many trials. 
It was at one time threatened with overthrow 
on account of bitter dissensions in the Board 
of Trustees and in the Faculty, and at another 
time with very serious financial embarrass- 
ments, but t survived them ali, and during 
the last decade, under the admipistration of 
President Bateman, its prosperity and success 
have been extradrdinary. It may be truth- 
fully claimed that no college in the West bas 
been more successful. Every year since Dr. 
Bateman has been at the helm there have 
deen more students than during the year im- 
mediately preceding, until now there are 
nearly young men and women who are 
constantly the benefits of the cur- 
riculum of study and training. The standard 
of education fas been kept so bigh that 
students leaving the institution bave no 
difficulty in entering the same grade in the 
older Eastern colleges The moral tone of the 
institutton has been kept up to the high stand- 
ard set by those worthy Christian men and 
women who gave so much and sacrificed so 
much to establish it upon sure foundations, 
and whose efforts and prayers for its continued 
usefulness only ceased with their lives. Knox 
College has become so much of a necessity to 
the peopie of the Northwest that the time aas 
come when there are more students desiring to 
enjoy her benefits than there is room to re- 
ceive, and some greater facilities of education 
must in the near future be provided. There 
must be more buildings and more instructors 
than are possibile with the present endow ment. 
The collere has outstripped our tondest hopes. 
and expectations, and is justly entitied to our 
best efforts in her behalf. 

We have always been proud of our institu- 
tions of tearning, of Knox College, and of Lom- 
bard University. They have done more to 
build up this beautiful city than can be esti- 
mated, and evéry citizen may justiy be proud 
of them. Rach has done ter part in the cause 
of education. It is a matter of congratulation 
that there is a feeciing of good will and friend- 
Uness between the two Institutions, and we 
are confident that Lombard will rejoice with 
Knox on the great anniversary, and that when 
in turn the rolling years bring the day of 
Lombard’s semi-centennial Knox will rejoice 
with ber. e

Knox College estimates her property at about 
$300,000. Ot thie only $125,000 pays income, 
the rest beme in college grounds, buildings, 
ete. The number of students has constantly 
increased during the tea years of Dr. Bate- 
man's Presidency, until now there is searcely 
room to receive and aseecommodate them. But, 
though often tempted to do go, the trustees 
have not, since Dr. Bateman bas been at the 
head of the. institution, trenched upon their 
capital, and they now have as much as when 
he came. Their management has been both 
careful and prudent, There is no college in the 
West more worthy of encouragement and sup- 
port, xcept, perhaps, the State inétitutions. In 
addition to the $135,000 already mennoned, 
the college has a bequest of $65,000 from whe 
late Henry Hitchooek, payable on the demise 
ot his widow.

has the brightest prospecta for the future.

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STORY OF A STIMULANT. 
ALCOHOL IN THE COMMERCE OF THE 
WORLD. 


An Article That Is Known to and Used by 
That Governments Have Made of It asa 
Source of Revenue—The Many Millions 


_ Realized by Its, Taxation ip Differept 


Countries. 

San Francisco Ghronicle: What would the 
world do without alconol? That ie a question 
not easily answered, but something instructive 
may be said about what it has done with it. 
There is not in the world a tribe so savage that 
does not know it by its effects. The Chinese 
and Japanese obtain it from rice. Wild tribes 
make it from juices of trees, plants, fruits, 
and milk. Sugar has a large percentage of it. 
But from whatever source obtained it is chem- 
ically the seme@—carbon, hydrogen, and ogy- 
gen in certain fized proportions. It is rarely 
seen pure. As Spirits of wine it will show 10 
per cent or more of. absolute purity, and in 
brandy, whisky, wine, beer it is in proportion 
of only from 10 or 15 to 50, to 7, to the entire 
quantity of liquid which contains it. 

Liquids containing alcohol are used for their 
effect on the nervous system. In small quan- 
tities they stimulate; taken in excess they 
pardigze. The Indian im a frontier set 
tlement who sells his rifle, his only 
meaugs of support, for a glass of 
whisky is not aware of these reasons. Physi 
ology and bygiene were not included in bis 
youtbtul curriculum of study. The savage in 
the heart of the Dark Continent is equally ig- 
norant of the subtle influence in the juices of 
fruits or plants which be bas expressed and 
subjected to a rude process of furmentation. 
Bach knows simply that, baving drank of the 
firewater, he is exhilarated and rested; that 
lor the moment he ie comfortable and happy. 
It is not probable that Noah was the first man 
who got into a beastiy state of intoxication on 
the juice of the grape, but his shameful case 
is the Gret on record. The science of chemis- 
try was still some thousands of years in the 
future, and the patrierch of the Deluge knew 
no mere than the babe unbern of the active 
principle in the wine which caused bis over- 
throw and the indeiigate aad irreverent con- 
duet ot his sons. 

It is not in the provinee of tbis article to 
dilate on the abuses of alcohol or the liquids it 
ig used to fortity, but rather of the uses that 
have been made of it. It is applied in .medi- 
Cine and in the arts in a great variety of ways 
and forms. Methegiated—that is, adulterated 
with 10 per gent of wood spirits which 
renders it impossible to take internaily—it is 
used as a preservative agent. The small per 
cent that eaters into the compositien of good 
wines renders it Barmiess unless the wines 
are consumed iu extraordinary excess. Wines, 
whiskies, and all tne liquids into which it en- 
ters in larger proportion must have their use 
largely tempered with diseretion. N 

One of the most curious branches of the sub- 
ject is the use that Governments have made of 
u as asouree of revenue. This, advantage 
taken of an almost universal popular appetite 
may seem unfair, but Governments have bad 
two potent reusons for baving recourse to it. 
There was no danger that many persons would 
discontinue its use to escape the tax, no matter 
bow euriferous it might be, and it was a tax 
levied at the same time on a luxury and vice 
which Gevernments, since they have thought 
of the matter at all, have always held to be 
legitimate. Asa taxpayer aicoboil has during 
the last 200 or 300 years paid many billions of 
dollars to support Governments, to build pal 
aces, to raise end maintain armies, and to 
build and keep afloat navies. Without being 
abie to state the figures exactly, we may say 
that n pays mow not far $1,200,000,000 an- 
nually to the various Governments of the 
worid who avail themselves ot it as a means of 
iacome. 

France began in 1669 to tax alcohol for 

benevolent purposes. The tax was increased 
in 1717. In 1789 simple alcohol paid a tax of 
$7.70 the twenty-two galions, that twice as 
strong 811 and spirits of wine $19.20 for the 
same quantity. tax on alcohol disap- 
peared in the sea of universal liberty in 1791. 
Napoleon imposed a moderate tax, and since 
then it has varied $8 the twenty-two gallons to 
$25, tue highest rate being moderate from an 
American standpoint. But every time that the 
Government gets seriousiy straitened for 
money threats are made to raise it, which are 
always greeted throughout the country with a 
universal bowl of disapprobation. Wines are 
thin and bad if France, and alcohol must be 
had to fortify them, or to fabricate others that 
are absolutely fictitious. 
Bismarck bas k Germany in a ferment for 
a year past by ah effort to increase the income 
of the Government by raising the tax on alco- 
hol. His success thus far has been far from 
correspooding with the zeai he has manifested. 
But as in France and in Russia, money must 
be had to maintain Vast armaments, and the 
attempt will be sure to be rewarded the com- 
ing winter. Aicohol began to be imported 
from Venice into Germany in the fourteenth 
century. Since then its use has been general 
among the coal miners and the workmen in all 
manufacturing cenires. It has been their stim- 
ulant, their nerve irritant, their chief comfort, 
as it bas been among all the overworked 
population of Europe. Frederi¢k II. of Prus- 
sia imposed the first taxes on alcohol. in 1810 
these taxes were 222 from the product it- 
self to the distilling apparatus and the raw 
material, to favor the magufacture of alcohol 
from votatoes, whith is a special German in- 
dustry. This potato alcoho! i¢ imported into 
France in large quantities, It goes 10 Cogniac, 
whence it is reéxported in the form of fine 
Cogniac brandy to the United States and else- 
where. Baden, Wirtemberg, and Bavaria stil! 
control the tax off Alcohol. It is said that Bis 
marck not only desires to raise the tax on this 
important product but to absolutely monopo- 
lize the control of the 3,257 distilleries, wnich 
is the aggregate number in the country. 

French alcohol, imported into England by 
way of Holland. became a fashionable drink of 
the gentry about the end of the seventeenth 
century. The financial branch of the Govern- 
ment saw af once a means of increasmg the 
national income. The Puritans were fright- 
ened by the apparition of this new emissary of 
Satan, an being powerful in Parliament, 
they caused its importation to be prohibited in 
1677. This produced an unexpected develop- 
ment in the manufacture of gin and whisky. 
Parliament then removed the probibition and 
endeavored to stem the tide of drunkenness 
by high license. This remedy proving insutf- 
ficient, the distillation of grain was forbidden 
by a law in 1758, but, finding it useless to strug- 
gie against the evil by such means, liberty of 
fabrication was granted, and the.product was 
treated afterward simply as one of the fiscal 
resources of the Government. 

In the sixteenth century the Russian Gov- 
ernment monopolized the sale of alcohol. It 
took the product from the manufacturers and 
sold it to the retailers. This method not prov- 
ing satisfactory, the wholesale trade was 
farmed out o a class of persons, who grew 
rapidiy wealthy while the Government re- 
ceived little. When in 1863 Alexander II. pro- 
posed to reeall this privilege the farmers of- 
fered $24,000,000 for it, thus showing how im- 
mense had been their profits. This fact fur- 
nished an effective dramatic incident to the 
author of the “Danicheffs.’’ There are said 
to be 2,447 distilleries in Russia. The manu- 
facture and the trade in aicéhol are free, but 
the duty is Bearly $8 per gallon. But the 
eountry is cola, and Russians, noble ana 
peasant alike, drink the strong liquors con- 
taining a bigh per cent of bad alcohol 
as other of other nations drink 
wine or beer. tax on alcohol in the United 
States is reserved to the General Government 
by the Constitution, which did pot avail itself 
of this important resource till the breaking 
out of the War of dtebeliion, In 1863 the 
tax produced $5,165,530. The followme year 
it was raised to $6 a gallon and the production 
increased sixfoid, The tax, after various 
changes, was in 1875 fixed at $2.22 a gallon 
(nearly), where it has since remained.

The inspiration of the writings is a subject for 
consideration after the genuineness and evi- 
dentjal value of the miracles have been Gan- 
vassed. The author in these lectures points 
Out popular errors in regard to the nature of 
miracles, and argues their necessity as evi- 
dences of a divine revelation and a religion of 
practical power. The volume wil be highiy 
esteemed by all Christian readers. It should 
have a piace at least in every minister's li 
brary.

Messianic Prophecy. 

Among former Engiish ana American writers 
on the prophecies of the Old Testament only 
Dr. John Pye Smith has attempted to cover the 
general ground of the Messianic prophecies. 
The work of Dr. Hengstenberg on the Christ- 


ology of the Old Testament, as translated many 
years ago, bas been accepted by most Biblical 
scholars as the most thorough and satisfactory 
commentary on Messiant pruphecy that has 
been accessible to Engiish readers. Since the 
death of Hengstenberg Hebrew scholarship 
has greatly advanced alike on the Continent, 
in Great Britain, and this country. and a new 
era of criticism upon the Old Testament nas 
been entered upon far and wide. It has thus 
become imperative that the Messianic prophe- 
clés should receive a fresh treatment trom 
some Christian scholar of learning and good 
critical judgment. This labor has now been 
ably performed by Prof. Charlies A. Briggs, 
N of Union Theological Seminary, New 


Dr. Briggs is perhaps the most accomplished 
Oriental scbolar in this country. and his amazing 
industry In the study of the Hebrew Bibie, with 
the aid of other ancient languages, has en- 
abled him to produce a work on Messianic 
prophecy that will be rewarded both at home 
and abroad as an honor to biblical learning in 
America. Tite results of his long continued 
study in this department are given in a single 
octavo volume of 519 pages. Every cieariy 
Messianic prediction in the Old Testament is 
examined with thoroughness, though not with 
so much parade of learning as appears in the 
volumes of Hengstenberg. In many cases 
it would be more satisfactory ff the author 
had given his ms for his conclusions 
more at length, especially as he departs some- 
What widely from iong-accepfed views in some 
of bis critical judgments. His opinions iu re- 
gard to the revision of the Pentateuch by 
Hebrew editors after the time of Moses, and 
hie ascription of the last twenty-seven chap- 
ters of our Isaiah toa “great unknown” au- 
ther, wil) be questioned by many who are un- 
aware of the grounds on which these views 
are based. It is true Dr. Briegs often gives a 
short summary of, bis reasons for his peculiar 
positions in footndtes, but sometimes he ap- 
pears to assume as unquestionable conclusions 
which many scholarly men wil sharply con- 
test. He refers, however, to his aiscussions 
elsewhere of many

Women at Oxford University. 
London Queen: A most important step in the 
extension of the advantages of university 
education to women bas recently been made in 
the foundation of a new ball for the reception 
of women students who cannot afford the 


more expensive terms of the older institu- 
tions. At St. Hugh's, as the new hall to be 
called, by way of association with the Bisbop- 
ric ot Lincoln, ladies who are members of the 
Church of England will be received under the 
same discipline and general arrangements as 
those which obtain at Lady Margaret Hall, the 
Principal of which will bave the appointment 
of the lady who will be the first gutbority in 
the new hall, St. Hugn’s, but there will be no 
further official communication between the 
two institutions. 

Students at St. Hugh's will not be accepted 
promiseuously. Good references as to conduct, 
etc., will be expected. These must be sent, in 
the first instance, to Miss Wordsworth of Lady 
Margaret Hall. Should the proposing student 
not have passed the Oxford first examination 
for women, she will have to undergo the test 
of an entrance examination; and, should zue 
be accepted, sbe will not be allowed to reside 
for less than @ year, nor to quit without giv- 
ing notice an entire term previously. 

In place of the more expensive arrange- 
ments at the older balls for women, the sum 
of £45 ayear will be charged for residence sad 
board, whilst the lecture and tutorial fees will 
amount to 15 in addition. These sums will 


may presume. will supply the deficiency which 
must inevitably ocour. The marked economy 
which wil characterize St. Hugh’s will be ob- 
tained by the students living more ip common 
than is customary in we university balla, which 
wil enable a much simpler arrangement of 
rooms being effected. For the present a small 
house bas been taken, but should the new 
hall prove a success in number of students 
it obtains it Wil de simply the nucleus of a 
large estab!ishment, 

It is at ptesent a disputed point amongst 
some Ww whether or not advanced female 
education is of advantage. Into this we do 
not desire to enter at the present time; but, 
assuming that it is for the benefit of women, 
it cannot but be a matter of congratuiauon 
that the benefits of a university education, 
with bave hitherto been confined to those 
who have the command of money, should be 
extended to students who can only afford to 
pay a sum ot £60 per annum. The new hail 
will place university education in the power 
of many bumbie, earnest students to whom it 
was previously practically inaccessible, 


Praise for the Mince- Pie. 

What a variety of mince-pies is doubtiess 
being manufactured for the season, from that 
of Croesus with its hoard ot tne richest fruit, 
enriched with the oldest brandy and the purest 
wines, and put to bake between the flakiest 
paste a protessional cook can compound, to 
that of less favored mortais, with its paucity 
of fruit, and that not of the juiciest, its favor 
cider, its bready paste. Of course they must 
both have the same foundation, but there 
is naturally a difference between delicate 
tongue, of which best pies are 
composed, and the leanest and cheapest of 
beef, which many believe good enough. Still, 
as everything bas its compensation, doubtiess 
Croesus does not eat his vie with halt tne 
reiish of the poor man; as his daily table is 
heaped with the best of the land, and other 
zones are ransacked to invite bis palate, a 
mincégpie more or less means little or nothing 
to him; it marks no epoch for him, and his 
only concern with it is that it doesn’t taste 
like bis mother’s mince-pie; and be vaguely 
wonders if fruits and liquors, spices and cooks, 
bave degenerated, or if the fault is in himselt. 

So general has the reign of the mince-pie 
become that it would not seem possible, with 
many, to get through the year without it: its 
omission would be a discredit to the season, 
and perbaps bring ill-luck for the next year. 
No matter thouga Indigestion and nightmare 
follow in its wake, the mince-pie in most well 
to-do tamilies is a yearly institution, which 
they would no sooner abolish than they would 
abolish the franchise or the sewing-circie. 

But woat climes have not been searched to 
fill the pie? Here are raisins that pernaps 
drank in sweetness as they dried in the sun- 
shine of some oid Spanish vineyard; here are 
currants, or corinths, as they were once called. 
which have ripened in the geverous atmos- 
phere of Greece; here is citron, descended, 
perbaps, trom the gardens of the Hesperides. 
When we come to look into it, the pie is as 
full of poetry as of plums. Here are clove 
biossoms from the most precious of the 
myrtie family, together with the fragrant cin- 
namon, which have traveled from the Moluc- 
cas to add a spice to our favorit. What peril- 
ous journeys have heen taken, what encounters 
with waterspouts, sea-serpents, and pirates, 
with head-winds and sunken reefs, u order to 
bring them all to our door It is no wonder 
that all the sweets of the primitive pie were 
supposed merely to represent the gold, and 
gems, and spice which the wise men bore to 
Betbiebem, followmg the star in the East 
Harper's Bazar.

In a German Cookery-School.

Before this time the German giris 
of the better classes finished their education 
in the higuer branches of the culinary art at 
one of the principal hotels or inns in 
their native towns, after having deen 
taught the elements of cookery at 
home. Bince then the Fraven 
Vereine have undertaken them portant task. oi 
giving to girls of all classes opportunities to 
acquire a practical knowledge of bousewiliery 
generally, and of cooking especiaily. The 
Hanover School of Cookery commenced with a 
few pupils whose parents resided in the town, 
but is now patronized by the best families of 
the neighboring cities and proviuces, girls 
be sent thence even from distant Saxony 
and Thuringia. 

The course extends over four montus for 
amateur pupils, and over six months for pro- 
fessional cooks. Each pupil has to pay 20 
marks (£1) per month for instruction, and 11 
desired can be accommodated with board and 
lodging in the private bouse of the Sisters 
Kux. The latter superintend personally the 
instruction in the theory and practice of cook- 
ery, with the aid of the newest and 
most approved kitchen ranges, ilabor-sav- 
i machines, and other appliances. The 
dishes prepared at the school are served 
at the dinner table of the pupils, 
and single ladies residing in the town may join 
the pension for the trifling charge ot sixvence, 
Families of good social standing can also be 
supplied with regular dinners at a fixed rate, 
and many avail themselves of tois opportunity. 
The schoo! likewise prepares for the instruc 
tion of ite pupiis potted meat, as weil as pre- 
serves of various fruits and vegetables, which 
and a ready sale. Once a year an exhibition of 
choice dishes takes piace at the school, and av 
tracts crowds of lady visitors, because it is an 
excellent opportunity for studying the progress 
of cdokery in its practical and ornamental 
branches. 


Ministering Angels. 

New York World: Dr. Sarah McNutt, mem- 
ber of the Faculty of the New York Post-Graa- 
unte School and Hospital, tells of a very 
eharming feature of the work of the nurses in 
the new training-school in Thirty-sixth street. 
The Post-Graduate Hospital bas award for 
babies, a department that, but little over 
a year old, bas grown wonderfully ang 
attracted much charitable interest The 
train bool for nurses was established 
a little later than the babies’. ward, and 
one of its special features was the educating 
of the nurses with particular reference to the 
care of sick children, which no other school 
tor nurses did. It was first established in the 
hospital building, but, nd chat breathing 
the same air day and night and no change of 
scene was baving a debilitating effect upon 
the women, it was resolved last summer to 
remove them to No. 186 East Thirty-sixth 
street, and the scheo! opened for thig season 
in their new home. The result of the removal 
from the depressing influence of the bospital 
and the necessary daily walk to and fro was 
visible at once in their improved health and 
cheerfuiness. 

Besides nursing in the hospital the nurses, 
after passing through a part of the course, are 
sent out to private patients. Dr. McNutt says 
that many women come to them from other 
profession§—teachers, whose nerve-force is ut- 
terly exhausted by their barassing life and who 
find in the quiet routine of life ana study in- 
finit relief; many Southern women, whose 
past life has littie fitted them to battle with 
the world, but who seem to have almost al- 
ways a special and marked talent for nursing 
and who are generally great tavorite with the 
patients. There is even an ex-reporter among 
them, whose health broke down under the 
strain of journalism. 

But the point ot particuiar interest 16 the 
effect the nursing in the babies’ ward bas upon 
these women. It is remarkable and touching 
to see bow they—thruat out into the world to 
work for themselves and deprived of the sweet 
domestic loves that fill the lives of their more 
fortunate sisters—biossom with happiness and 
tenderness in the care of the helpless, foriorn 
little creatures thrown upon them for mother- 
ly care and nursing. No real mother could be 
more gentier or devoted to the unfortunate 
children, and, tike all kindness, it reacts upon 
the doers and fiis a void in weir own hearts.

The Origin of Fashions. 

No one nowadays appears to be able to de- 
fine with any great acouracy how the fasbions 
originate. The first dictators of la mode in 
Paris were the daughters of Catherine de 
Medicis; they lived inatime when dress bad 
attained its utmost magnificence, and they 
were beautiful women, who set off the giory 
of apparel; perhaps the most beautiful was 
Marguerite Queen of Navarre, who invented a 
tresb costume for every entertainment at which 
she appeared. The second daughter Himabeth, 
who married Philip II. of Spain, never wore 
the same dress twice, an example only too 
quickly followed by the ladies of the court. 
Extravagance became rampant: Anne of Aus- 
tria brought the modes to the highest pitch of 
luxury, and had imitators at every court in 
Europe. In this year of grace 1886 there is 
not perhaps quite enough money for the ultra 
extravagance of those days; but, for women 
who love dress, there ie every excuse for 
magnificence; the richest fabrics that have 
ever been wor have weir counter 
parti now—gold and silver brocades, velvet, 
fur, priceless lace, and silks and satins that 
stand by themseives. Still, there are many 
people who obtain a reputation for good dress 
ing though they never indulge ia much luxury 
of attire; but whatever they do wear they are 
careful that all the details are well carried out 
and that a harmonious whole is thereby brought 
about.

A Seventeenth Oentury Dude. 

Here is a picture of a Spanish masher of 200 
years ago. His bair was parted in the middle 
and tied behind with a blue ribbon three inches 
wide and a yard long, which bung down his 
back. His corduroys were fastened above the 
knee with fs or six buttons, and this was 

to et them on, ad they fitted so 
tichtly. He wore ashost waistcoat of white 
satin, a long frock-cvat of black velvet witn 
wide sleeves, siashed so as to exhibit 
the white silk waistcoat sleeves. His 
shirt was of black taffetas with colored 
cuffs or manchets. He wore his green cloth 
mantic in dandy fashion slung over his arm. 
He carried in his hand along sword. An ele- 
gantly-snaped poniard was stuck behind in 
bis belt. His gutilie, or stiff-starched collar. 
forced him to hold his head so high that he 
could neither bend nor turn bis head. His 
bat was of extraordinary size, with low crown 
surrounded with colored crepe. This crepe 
betokened the extreme bight of fashion. His 
shoes were of the finest Cordovan leather, 
like glove-kid, and fitted as closely as if they 
were giued on. On entering a room he made 
au elaborate curtsey by crossing bis legs, one 
over the other, and bowing slowly and deeply.

The 
grandest inventions «have been completed by 
the diligent pursuit of perseverance.

Every girl ought to be a 
neediewoman, and the toundation for this has 
to be laid in school in the giriof 7 years. If 
we followed in the steps of the Germans in 
this respect, teaching children ali kinds of 
work, it would no doubt prove more benefi- 
cial to domestic bappiness. The education of 
women bas made great strides in the last few 
years, and the question of higher education 
still bolde the prominent piace it deserves. Are 
we content to be as we are? No; let us put 
forth our strength in doing our utmost to ele 
vate our standard of perfection and strive, one 
and all of us, to become true giris.” We 
need not live grand lives, but good and useful 
ones, doing the work which falis to our jot 
most faithfnily and conscientiously, for, as

That must have been a true girl indeed of 
whom it was said by a poet that to know ber 
was a liberal education— the sweetest compli- 
ment ever paid to woman. 

Joseph de Maistre, speaking of women, said: 
It is quite true that women have produced 
no chefs-d'@uvre, but, he said, they have 
done something far greater and better than ail 
this, for it is at their knees that upright and 
virtuous men and women bave been trained 
the most excellent productions in the worid.” 

Women accomplish their best work in the 
quiet seciusion of the home and family by 
sustained effort and patient perseverance in 
the path of duty.
